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U.N. COMMISSION AND BRITAIN 
Policy “* Not Satisfactory ” 


The United Nations Palestine Commission has sent to Sir Alexander 
Cadogan, the British representative, a strongly worded letter expressing 
“ dissatisfaction ” with the British decision not to allow the Commission 
to enter Palestine until within a fortnight of the termination of the 
Mandate. The Commission is to send a small advance party of experts 
to Palestine in about a week's time 

The report from the Commission to the Security Council gives a 
factual account of the various statements made to it by the British repre- 
sentatives, and adds that its task is not practicable unless the British 
Government withdraws its insistence on undivided control of Palestine 
until the Mandate is relinquished. 

The Commission has also expressed itself in favour of the creation of 
an armed Jewish militia, to which the British will not agree. 


BR warning o e possible collapse 


services when the Palestine Mandate 
ends, unless the Palestine Commission 
is given “adequate means” to exer- 
cise its authority, was given in the 
Commission's first progress report to 
the Security Council published on 
Monday. 


The report said: “ Information given 
to the Commission by a representative of 
the Mandatory Power and a representa- 
tive of the Jewish Agency: for Palestine 
coimciied in substance on the following 
points: First, the general insecurity in 
Palestine ; second, a steady decline in the 
security position; third, an increasing 
deterioration in the civil administration 

“ All information thus far available to 
the Commussion leads to the conclusion 
that the situation in Palestine as regards 
both security and civil authority is more 
likely to worsen than to improve 

“ The Commission envisages the possi- 
bility of a collapse of the security and 
administrative services on the termina- 
tion of the Mandate unless adequate 
means are made available to the Com- 
mission for exercise of its authority. 


Support for Yishuv

POLES RESTRICT 
EMIGRATION 


Action Against Jews

WARSAW 

It is now admitted in authoritative 
circles here that the passport restric- 
tions against Jews will actually begin 
on April 1. From that date, Jews, 
like the rest of the population, will 
cease to have the privilege of obtain- 
ing foreign passports, and only in 
exceptional cases will they be granted 
permission to leave the country. 


Three reasons are given for the new 
restrictions——-the new emigration policy 
of the Government; the shortage of 
skilled labour which the emigration of 
Jews has caused; and the growing con- 
cern on the part of Polish authorities at 
the establishment of foreign emigration 
centres in Poland. 

With the new tendency to restrict rela- 
tions with foreigners now visible here. 
there is no desire to allow Jewish emigra- 
tion offices to function, especially in view 
of the fact that most of them have direct 
connections with the United States, which 
is now considered here as among the 
countries most hostile to Poland and 


Russia. 
Palestine Immigrants 


It is stated that the Jewish leaders in 
Poland were officially advised that when 
the Jewish State is formed in Palestine, 
the new passport regulations coming into 
force may be lifted for Jews who intend 
to emigrate there Otherwise, an 
equalisation of Jews with non-Jews on 
the question of emigration will be intro- 
duced. 

[he news of the approaching new 
restrictions caused some panic among 
Jewish would-be emicrants. Many of 
them are now hastily. seeking foreign 
passports, others are reported to 
crossing the frontier by other means. The 
fact that France is now refusing even 
transit visas to Polish citizens is adding 
to the general apprehension 


B’NAI BRITH REJECTS

The funds will be put at the disposal 


of the Jewish Agency and the Joint 
Distribution Committee. They sm 
part of the German assets in Sweden 


which are to be transferred to the Allies 
as part of the reparations setilement.-—

Passports. Impounded 


The American Consulate-General im 
Jerusalem, referring to Press reports 
that some American citizens, includ- 
ing ex-soldiers studying in Palestine 
with assistance received under the 


G.l. Bill of Rights, had identified 
themselves with armed grou and 
participated in “fighting and other 


activities related to the present dis- 
turbances in Palestine,” states that: 
“ The U.S. Government most strongly 
disapproves of and opposes any inter- 
ference or participation by American 
citizens in foreign political affairs and 
especially their participation in foreign 
armed forces.” 

The Consulate has been instructed by 
the State Department to take up the 
passports of American citizens who are 
serving in a military capacity in Palestwune. 
While engaged in such service, Amer?- 
cans will not be considered as entitled 
to recognition as citizens American 
passports, valid only for direct travel to 
the U.S., will be returned to such 
persons only after the termination of 
their military service and after they have 
made definite arrangements to return to 
the United States.--Paicor.) 


PEKIIN IS NOW 
“ JUDENREIN ” 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM| 


The last Jewish family in the village 
of Peki'in, near Acre, has now been 
evacuated to Haharia. Yosef Sinati. 
with his wife and two children, was 
forced to leave the village following the 
recent attack on Yehiam. Pekiin had 
an unbroken tradition of Jewish occupa- 
tion from the destruction of the Second 
Temple in 70 c.e. until recent days 

During the disturbances of 1929 and 
1936 the fifteen Jewish families who re- 
mained in Peki'in were protected by the 
inhabitants. most of whom are Druzes. 
Evacuated in July, 1938. most of the 
Jews returned in November, 1942; but 
the Sinati family, which regards itself as 
the guardian of the eight Scrolls of the 
Law. had returned in 1940. Now they, 
too, have gone—according to the other 
inhabitants of the village, because of 
pressure by “ foreign Arabs.” 

At Peki'in is the ancient carob tree, 
the fruits ‘of which are said to have sus- 
tained the Cabbalist, Rabbi Shimon Bar 
Yohai. and his sons when, in the 2nd 
Century c.£., they were writing the Zohar. 


NEW JEWISH CENTRE FOR 
PORTUGAL

LISBON 


A “ Jewish Centre of Portugal” has 
been opened in Lisbon. Never before 
has Lisbon witnessed such a large gather- 
ing of Jews as that which attended the 
Opening ceremony last week. Speeches 
were made by the Presidents and Sec- 
retaries of the two congregations and by 
‘he representative of Wizo, in which the 
hope was expressed that the Centre would 
be a unifying influence for Jews in 
Portugal. 

The Centre is in a beautiful house 
with elegant, spacious rooms in Lisbon’s 
finest residential quarter. {t is admirably 
suited for social and charitable activities 
and for the accommodation of Lisbon’s 
Jewish school.

Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., who 
recently returned from Aden which 
he visited on behalf of the Board of 
Deputies to investigate the position 
that resulted from the pogroms there, 
has confirmed the earlier reports that 
had been received. | 

In an interview, which Mr. Janner gave 
me for THe JewisH Curonicie, he told 
me that when asked by the President of 
the Aden Jewish Community if he would 
stay in the Jewish quarter, he readily 
agreed to do so. The room which he 
occupied had a large number of bullet- 
holes in the walls, and he saw similar 
sights throughout the Jewish district. 

Barricades were put up across the

Jewish streets at night, and armed police 
who, the Jewish Community thought, 
were reliable, were placed on guard. 
The Jewish schools, which had been 
very fine buildings, had been burned out ; 


a large number of Jewish houses had 
been burnt and looted, at least 70 
Jews had been killed in Aden, and 


others had been killed in a nearby town- 
ship called Sheikh Othman. 

Immediately after those events, Jewish 
houses were officially searched, bul as 
far as he could ascertain no arms had 
been found. 

The riots had begun with the 
burning of Jewish cars on the first day 
by the Arab rioters. Later, a large-scale 
pogrom developed, The Aden Protec- 
torate Levies were called in, but many 
of them seem to have failed to carry out

their duty. Indeed, there seemed to be 
evidence that many of them took part 
in the attacks and the looting. 

“I am of the opinion,” he said, * that 
a full inquiry will be heid in Aden, and 
that it will be presided over by a man of 
judicial standing from without. In the 
meantime, a Court has been constituted 
to investigate claims for damages which 
have been lodged by over 500 people in 
respect of the losses they had incurred.” 

Mr. Janner said that Mr. Vitalis, of 
the Joint Distribution Committee. was 
there at the same time as he was. and 
that together they had formed commit- 
tees to deal with questions of rehabilita- 
tion, education, and hospital treatment. 
and the supply of food for those in need

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SERMON FOR THE WEFK . 


IN THY RIGHTEOUSNESS 


“ZIead me, Lord, in Thy righteous- 
ness. Make Thy way plain before my 
face.” (Psalm v.) 


HARLES WESLEY, a noble Chris- 
tian and a fine musician, wrote 
lovely music to these words. But 

a far greater, a Jew, wrote the words 
themselves. How much there is in them 
which the English translation hardly 
reveals! The word MPS, rendered 
righteousness, Means Originally straight 
or upright in the ordinary material sense 
—ijke a pillar, or horizontally like a 
road. The word “WZ", translated plain, 
means just of true in a Spiritual sense, 
and is often so used. But the poet says: 
lead me in Thy righteousness, which 
means in the way that is straight in Thy 
gizht, or, as we “— say, in accordance 
wih Thy will. ake Thy way, not 
merely the way, OF my way, straight 
before me, before my face, as I go along. 
Lead me, he prays, not in my way, but 
in Thine. The prophet Jeremiah has the 
came thought when he exclaims: “ O, 
Lord, | know that man’s ways are not 
his own: it is not in man to direct his 


in these two verses, that of the 
saimist and that of the prophet, we 
oe the heart of religious faih. What- 
ever clse G may mean to us, it is 
above_all that of the spirit, all-pervading, 
all racing, far off as the Creator, yet 
near as the Father of us all. It is 
‘alone who directs our steps and leads 
us in the way He has planned. This is 
not fatalism, which implies that, what- 
ever we do or attempt to do, we have no 
choice Nor does it imply that it ts 
God who directs us to evil. It means 
that coodness and right sacrifice, heroism 
small or great, the following out of a 
noble purpose or the resisting of tempta- 
tions and the avoiding of pitfalls that 
our pilgrimage has ever in store for us 
are the way of God's will. It means 
that man, without the guidance of God, 
cannot prosper by himself alone. 


i is one of the grandest aspects of the 
heritage we have received, from our 
prophets and Imists. The greatest 
and wisest of them were so utterly and 
bevord doubt convinced of the presence 
of God in human life, of the complete 
and ultimate dependence of man upon 
the guidance of God. In modern life 
we are often reminded of this ancient 
bu; always rediscovered fact by official 
acts, public homage to this basis of all 
faich —particularly in this country with 


. unaided, he cannot direct his 


its deep religious background that 
nothing seems able or likely to destroy. 

A prayer tor guidance is the common 
prelude to the undertaking of an office, 
as that of king or other ruler, or entry 
into a profession. It still remains in the 
daily prayers before a sitting of Parlia- 
ment, or a new legal session; it is still 
the most natural prayer of a young 
couple at any religious marriage cere- 
mony, of a soldier before battle, of a 
mother with a child to guide and 
protect, 

But are there not times in the lives of 
every one of us when we feel spon- 
taneously this need? 


HIS is not usual; it is not general: 

it is only too rarely that we are led 
to believe that a man’s ways are never 
entirely his own; and that, of himself, 
sieps. 
Modern life itself discourages this 
dependence upon God. The way is so 
seldom plain before us. How often, 
indeed, do we feel that we are on the 
wrong path altogether! 

In Isaiah's vision of the future is a 
picture of the time when God will make 
all crooked ways plain. Crooked does 
not mean necessarily evil; just the human 
blindness and lack of understanding that 
so often drives a man into by-roads that 
lead nowhere, and into pitfalls that are 
prepared for the tools and the faithless. 

Is there, then, a man or a woman, now 
as in all ages, who does not need to utter 
this simple prayer: “ Lead me, Lord, in 
Thy righteousness. Make plain Thy way 
my face"? With this prayer 
comes surely the answer too: “ He 
leadeih me in paths of righteousness for 
His name's sake.” That is the answer 
of another psalmist, the expression of 
his conviction that he is euided, that his 
way, even if it be through the valley of 
the shadow, in all the perplexities and 
uncertainties of life, is made plain for 
him. 

If we could utter no other prayer than 
this, we should be certain that the spirit 
of God was within us, that “we shall 
not want.” 

We should feel that neither sorrow nor 
anxiety nor fear can ever have the 
power to overcome us. We should face 
the world—adnd ourselves—with sure 
confidence that we can no longer be led 
into the dangerous by-paths of  self- 
sufficiency or pride, or Seif-pity or 
despair. “Lead me, Lord, in Thy 
righteousness. Make Thy way plain 
before my face.” 


RELIGION’S TASK 
Enlarging the Horizon

Religion would always raise its voice 
on behalf of righteousness and justice, 
declared Dr. A. Altmann, Communal 
Rabbi of Manchester, when he spoke at 
a meeting on “ Religion in the Life of 
the Nation,” organised by the London 
Society of Jews and Christians at the 
Kingsway Hall, London, last week. The 
Very Rev. Dr. W. R. Matthews, Dean 
of St. Paul's, President of the Society, 

esided, and other speakers were the 

ery Rev. Fr. T. Corbishley, SJ., the 
Master of Campion Hall, Oxford, and 
_ Rev. Professor L. W. Grensted, Pro- 
essor of Philosophy of the Christian 
Religion, Oxford University, and Rabbi 
Dr. 1. 1, Mattuck. 

It was now realised by the leading 
thinkers of the age, said Dr. Altmann, 
that the very roots of democratic society 
were embedded in religious concepts, and 
that religion and democracy must stand 
or fall together. Religion must be placed 
on the highest possible intellectual, 
moral, and ethical level. 


Spiritual Austerity 


Preachers often failed to appeal to the 
highest standards of understanding, and 
under-rated the intelligence of the con- 
gregation Services were too often 
governed by spiritual austerity, leaving a 
wide margin of beauty and intellect to 
be filled im. Religion did not depend 
on splendour, but it must make visible 
and tangible the beauty of holiness. 
People must feel that by accepting 
religion they were not narrowing their 
horizon, but very widely enlarging it. 

lt was not sufficient for a religion to 
reaflirm tradition, and a religion which 
did nothing to bring itself into line with 
prevailoag conditions was bound to 
eccome stagnant and corrupt. Religion 
had to take a clear stand on the moral 
issues that confronted humanity. That 
did not 
Politics. 

The Very Rev. Fr. T. Corbishley said 
that it must not be thought that religion 
was being mobilised for the national well- 
being. Religion was primarily con- 
cerned with God and the claims of God, 
although it was true that, as a by-product, 
religion could benefit human life. 

Summing-up, Dr, Matthews said that 
when they saw ‘human rights being over- 
thrown or insidiously undermined, it was

JEWISH FELLOWSHIP 
Zionism Attacked 


[By a Jewisu CuHronicte Reporier| 


An attack on “ Zionist Nationalism ° 
was made in the presidential address to 
the third annual meeting of the Jewish 
Fellowship which was held in the Adoiph 
Tuck Hall on Tuesday. The address was 
read by the Secretary in the absence of 
the President, Sir Brunel Cohen. The 
Hon. Ewen E. S. Montagu, O.B.E., K.C.. 
presided. 

The Anglo-Jewish Community, — the 
address declared, was bewildered by the 
decision reached by the United Nations 
Special Committee on Palestine, and by 
the subsequent development of organised 
bloodshed in that most unhappy land. 
Zionist Nationalists were in open conflict, 
not only with their Mohammedan neigh- 
bours, but with the British forces who 
were endeavouring to preserve order 

The address complained thal although 
they had brought their point of view to 
the notice of His Majesty's Government 
and to editors of the National Press on 
numerous occasions, they had _ not 
received the publicity for their point of 
view which would have proved so grattly- 
ing to all thew members. 


Jews a Religious Community 


They had prepared circulated 
to all governments whose ambassadors 
were accredited to the Court of St. 
James a Memorandum on the Jewish 
Problem, stating clearly their point of 
view, namely, t the Jews constituted 
a religious community and not a politico- 
national group, and asking those nations 
on that understanding to accept a quota 
of the Jewish displaced persons from the 
Continent of Europe and to give them 
full and equal citizens’ rights with the 
non-Jewish population of those countries. 

A resolution was adopted stating that 
the United Nations decision to parttion 
Palestine so as to establish a “ State to 
satisfy, in part, the aspirations of Jewish 
nationalists impos on the Jewish 
Fellowship the necessity to reaffirm (a) 
its fundamental principle that the Jews 
were a religious community; (b) that if a 
State called “ Jewish’ were established 


- gn Palestine, it could not claim nor receive 


any kind of national attachment from 
Jews in other lands who were nationally 
integrated in their respective countries ; 
and (c) that the Jews of Britain were in 
nationality British, sharing with their 
fellow-citizens of other fauhs compicte 
allegiance to Britain.® The resolution 
welcomed the Government's decision to 
surrender the Mandate, and deplored the 
present violence in Palestine.

U.N. COMMISSION 


Govt. Will Ban Earlier 
Entry to Palestine 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent| 


In spite of protests by the United 
Nations Palestine Commission, the 
Government are showing no intention of 
changing the period of a _ fortnight 
between the arrival of the Commission 
in Palestine and the surrender of the 
Mandate. 

When Mr. Barnett Janner (Lab., W. 
Leicester) told Mr. A. V. Alexander, 
Minister of Defence, in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday that it was 
absurd to suggest that the Commission 
could make their preparations in two 
weeks, Mr. Alexander replied that the 
United Nations had been given ample 
warning. Mr. Alexander reaffirmed 
British intentions to surrender the 
Mandate on May 15, and to complete 
evacuation by August |; but he would 
not reveal the evacuation plan. 


Aircraft Sold to Jews 


Questioned about the aircraft recently 
sold to the Palestine Aviation Company, 
he said they were demilitarised before 
disposal and were in an unserviceable 
condition. sale was consequently 
not inconsistent with the policy of deny- 
ing warlike material to both Arabs and 
Jews in Palestine. Because it was possible 
to adapt civil aiwcraft for military use, 
steps were now being taken to ensure 
that no British planes passed into Arab 
and Jewish hands in Palestine so long as 
there was a danger of civil war there 
Every possible precaution would be taken 
to ensure that Britain's warlike material 
did not pass into the hands of Jews and 
Arabs. It was the policy of the Govern- 
ment to refuse permission for the export 
of military material from Great Britain 
to any part of the Middle East, except 
under existing treaty contracts with cer- 
tain Arab Governments. The Government 
had no reason to suppose that the 
material supphed by them under such 
contracts would be used in Palestine 

Answering Mr. Janner, Mr. Creech 
Jones, Colonial Secretary, said the party 
of armed Arabs which entered Palestine 
from Transjordan dispersed before action 
could be taken by the security authorities 
The roads b¢ which they were reported 
to have entered had now been closed. 

Mr. Janner: “ Is he aware that we are 
spending £5,000,000 a year on equipping 
forces in Transjordan and more than one 
party has come into Palestine? This is 
a complete transgression against the 
United Nations Charter, and will some- 
thing be done to stop them coming into 
Palestine?” 

Mr. Creech Jones: “1 think it will be 
appreciated that the security forces have 
a frightfully difficult job and it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to maintain a complete 
watch over all the frontiers.”

I would refer 
the hon. and gallant Member to the 
speech made by my right hon. friend the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies on 
December 11, 1947 1 am sure the

Sir T. Moore then asked whether. in 
view of the fact that Jewish terrorisis 
had apparently intensified their mur- 
derous attacks on British troops, the 
Government would reconsider their 
decision, and evacuate them sooner than 
Augus! 

Mr. S. Silverman (Lab., Nelson and 
Colne): In view of the developments in 
Palestine since the speech referred to, 
can my right hon. friend say whether the 
Government propose to continue their 
policy in Palestine of making no distinc- 
tion whatever between those who are 
defending the United Nations decision 
and those who are attacking it? 


ILLEGAL IMMIGRANTS 


Mr. T. Reid (Lab., Swindon) asked the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies what 
steps had been taken against the owners 
of ships carrying illegal immigrants to 
Palestine. 

Mr. Creech Jones: The only action 
that has been possible; ts to institute pro- 
ceedings for the forfeiture of the ships, 
and this is done in all appropriate cases. 

Mr. Mikardo (Lab., Reading): Would 
my right hon. friend say what action is 
taken about illegal immigrants, mostly 
from other Arab countries, who are 
crossing the land frontiers of Palestine? 

Mr. Creech Jones: There are the same 
restrictions as in regard to Jewish illegal 
imnmgrants 


DR. BAROU REPORTS 
ON POLAND 


[By a Jewisu Curonicie Reporter) 


Dr. N. Barou, Chairman of the 
European Secretariat of the World Jewish 
Congress, who has just returned from a 
ten days’ visit to Poland, reported to a 
Press conference in London on Monday 

A. Lasterman, who resided 
said Dr. Barou went to poland on the 
inviiation of the Polish Central Com- 
mittee of Warsaw to attend the plenary 
session of that Committee, which was 
called together, among other things. to 
consider ratifying a decision to affiliate 
with the World Jewish Congress. That 
affiliation, he said, was formally 
adopted. 

Dr. Barou said that full agrcement was 
achieved and that both the Council of 
Jewish Communities of Moravia, 
Bohemia, and Silesia, and the Central 
Jewish Commuttee of Jews in Poland 
were now affiliated to the World Jewish 


Congress 
Life in Poland 


He had used his spare time to see for 
himself as much as possible of the life of 
Polish Jewry. The Jewish population, 
reduced to about 100,000, was largely 
settling in the Western parts. These parts 
were the main field of Polish colonisation 
and Polish settlers were rapidly taking 
the place of the expelled Germans 
Feverish economic activity was proceed- 
ing in those regions, and Jewish workers. 
arusans, and intellectuals had a wide 
scope for the employment of their craft. 
knowledge, and energy 

His conclusion was that Polish Jewry 
was rebuilding its individual and collec 
uuve life successfully under very difficul: 
conditions. tt looked for closer bonds 
with world Jewry to strengthen us general 
and cultural positions. The affiliation to 
the World Jewish Congress would help 
considerably in this direction tf thew 
national and central organisations would 
show the necessary active interest im 
maintaining and developing thei rela- 
tions with the Jewish Community in 
Poland. 

Dr. Barou announced that a Warsaw 
Ghetto Memorial Commitice had been 
formed in this country im. connection 
with the magnificent memorial that is to 
be unveiled in Warsaw in memory of the 
fallen.

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SERMON FOR THE WEFK 


IN THY RIGHTEOUSNESS 


“Jead me, Lord, in Thy righteous- 
ness. Make Thy way plain before my 
face.” (Psalm v.) 


HARLES WESLEY, a noble Chris- 
tian and a fine musician, wrote 
lovely music to these words. But 

a far greater, a Jew, wrote the words 
themselves. How much there is in them 
which the English translation hardly 
reveals! The word rendered 
righteousness, means Originally straight 
or upright in the ordinary material sense 
—like a pillar, or horizontally lke a 
road. The word “WZ", translated plain, 
means just of true in a spiritual sense, 
and is often so used. But the poet says: 
lead me in Thy righteousness, which 
means in the way that is straight in Thy 
sieht, or, as we might say. in accordance 
wih Thy will, Make Thy way, not 
merely the way, Or my way, straight 
before me, before my face, as I go along. 
Lead me, he prays, not in my way, but 
in Thine. The prophet Jeremiah has the 
same thought when he exclaims: “ O, 
Lord, | know that man’s ways are not 
his own: it is not in man to direct his 
steps. 

in these two verses, that of the 
saimist and that of the prophet, we 
the heart of religious fauh. Whiat- 
ever cise God may mean to us, it is 
above all that of the spirit, all-pervading, 
all-embracing, far off as the Creator, yet 
wery near as the Father of us all. It is 
He alone who directs our steps and leads 
us in the way He has planned. This is 
not fatalism, which implies that, what- 
ever we do or attempt to do, we have no 
choice. Nor does it imply that it ts 
God who directs us to evil. It means 
that zoodness and right sacrifice, heroism 
smal! or great, the following out of a 
noble purpose or the resisting of tempta- 
tions. and the avoiding of pitfalls that 
our pilgrimage has ever in store for us 
are the way of God's will. It means 
that man, without the guidance of God, 
cannot prosper by himself alone. 


i is one of the grandest aspects of the 
heriiage we have received from our 
prophets and psalmists. The greatest 
and wisesy of them were so utterly and 
bevornd doubt convinced of the presence 
of God in human life, of the complete 
and ultimate dependence of man upon 
the guidance of God. In modern life 
we are often reminded of this ancient 
bu; always rediscovered fact by official 
acts, public homage to this basis of all 
faith —particularly in this country with 


its deep religious background that 
nothing seems able or likely to destroy. 

A prayer for guidance is the common 
prelude to the undertaking of an office, 
as that of king or other ruler, or entry 
into a professica. It still remains in the 
daily prayers before a sitting of Parlia- 
ment, or a new legal session; it is still 
the most natural prayer of a young 
couple at any religious marriage cere- 
mony, of a soldier before baitle, of a 
mother with a child to guide and 
protect, 

But are there not times in the lives of 
every one of us when we feel spon- 
taneously this need? 


HIS is not usual; it is not general; 

it is only too rarely that we are led 
to believe that a man’s ways are never 
entirely his own; and that, of himself, 
unaided, he cannot direct his steps. 
Modern life itself discourages _ this 
dependence upon God. The way is so 
seldom plain before us. How often, 
indeed, do we feel that we are on the 
wrong path altogether! 

In Isaiah's vision of the future is a 
picture of the time when God will make 
all crooked ways plain. Crooked does 
not mean necessarily evil; just the human 
blindness and lack of understanding that 
so often drives a man into by-roads that 
lead nowhere, and into pitfalls that are 
prepared for the fools and the faithless. 

Is there, then, a man or a woman, now 
as in all ages, who does not need to utter 
this simple prayer: “ Lead me, Lord, in 
Thy righteousness, Make plain Thy way 
before ‘my face"? With this prayer 
comes surely the answer too: “ He 
leadeith me in paths of righteousness for 
His name's sake.” That is the answer 
of another psalmist, the expression of 
his conviction that he is euided, that ‘his 
way, even if it be through the valiey of 
the shadow, in all the perplexities and 
uncertainties of life, is made plain tor 
him. 

If we could utter no other prayer than 
this, we should be certain that the spirit 
of God was within us, that “we shall 
not want.” 

We should feel that neither sorrow nor 
anxiety nor fear can ever have the 
power to overcome us. We should face 
the world—ajnd  ourselves—with sure 
confidence that we can no longer be Iced 


into the dangerous by-paths of  selt- 
sufficiency or pride, or Self-pity 
despair. “Lead me, Lord, in Thy

RELIGION’S TASK 
Enlarging the Horizon 


[By a Jewtsa Curonicte Reporter} 


Religion would always raise its voice 
on behalf of righteousness and justice, 
declared Dr. A. Altmann, Communal 
Rabbi of Manchester, when he spoke at 
a meeting on “ Religion in the Life of 
the Nation,’ organised by the London 
Society of Jews and Christians at the 
Kingsway Hall, London, last week. The 
Very Rev. Dr. W. R. Matthews, Dean 
of St. Paul's, President of the Society, 

esided, and other speakers were the 

ery Rev. Fr. T. Corbishley, SJ., the 
Masier of Campion Hall, Oxford, and 
o Rev. Professor L. W. Grensted, Pro- 
essor of Philosophy of the Christian 
Religion, Oxford University, and Rabbi 
Dr. I. Mattuck. 

It was now realised by the leading 
thinkers of the age, said Dr. Altmann, 
that the very roots of democratic society 
were embedded in religious concepts, and 
that religion and democracy must stand 
or fall together. Religion must be placed 
on the highest possible intellectual, 
moral, and ethical level. 


Spiritual Austerity 


Preachers often failed to appeal to the 
bizghest standards of understanding, and 
under-rated the intelligence of the con- 
gregation Services were too. often 
governed by spiritual austerity, leaving a 
wide margin of beauty and intellect to 
be filled im. Religion did not depend 
on splendour, but it must make visible 
and tangible the beauty of holiness, 

cople must feel that by accepting 
religion they were not narrowing their 
horizon, but very widely enlarging it. 

lt was not sufficient for a religion to 
reativm tradition, and a religion which 
did nothing to bring itself into line with 
prevailing conditions was bound to 
ccome stagnant and corrupt. Religion 
ad to take a clear stand on the moral 


issues that confronted humanity. That 
did not mean active interference in 
Politics. 


The Very Rev. Fr, T. Corbishley said 
that it must not be thought that religion 
was being mobilised for the national well- 
being. Religion was primarily con- 
cerned with God and the claims of God, 
although it was true that, as a by-product, 
religion could benefit human life. 

Summing-up, Dr. Matthews said that 
when they Saw human rights being over- 
thrown or insidiously undermined, it was 
4 religious duty to say that vhat was 
tyranny, whatever the system which was

JEWISH FELLOWSHIP 
Zionism Attacked 


[By.a Jewish CuHronicte Reporter| 


An attack on “ Zionist Nationalism " 
was made in the presidential address to 
the third annual meeting of the Jewish 
Fellowship which was held in the Adolph 
Tuck Hall on Tuesday. The address was 
read by the Secretary in the absence of 
the President, Sir Brunel Cohen. The 
Hon. Ewen E. S. Montagu, O.B.E., K..C.. 
presided. 

The Anglo-Jewish Community, the 
address declared, was bewildered by the 
decision reached by the United Nations 
Special Committee on Palestine, and by 
the subsequent development of organised 
bloodshed in that most unhappy land. 
Zionist Nationalists were in open conflict, 
not only with their Mohammedan neigh- 
bours, but with the British forces who 
were endeavouring to preserve order 

The’ address complaimed that although 
they had brought their point of view to 
the notice of His Majesty's Government 
and to editors of the National Press on 
numerous occasions, they had not 
received the publicity for their point of 
view which would have proved so gratily- 
ing to all their members. 


Jews a Religious Community 


They had prepared and circulated 
to all governments whose ambassadors 
were accredited to the Court of St. 
James a Memorandum on the Jewish 
Problem, stat clearly their point of 
view, namely, t the Jews constituted 
a religious community and not a politico- 
national group, and asking those nations 
on that understanding to accept a quota 
of the Jewish displaced persons from the 
Continent of Europe and to give them 
full and equal citizens’ rights with the 
non-Jewish population of those countries. 

A resolution was adopted stating that 
the United Nations decision to partition 
Palestine so as to establish a “ State to 
satisfy, in part, the aspirations of Jewish 
nationalisis : imposed on the Jewish 
Fellowship the necessity to reaffirm (a) 
its fundamental principle that the Jews 
were a religious community; (b) that if a 
State called “ Jewish" were established 
in Palestine, it could not claim nor receive 
any kind of national attachment from 
Jews in other lands who were natignally 
integrated in their respective couffiries ; 
and (c) that the Jews of Britain were in 
nationality British, sharing with their 
fellow-citizens of other faiths complete 
allegiance to Britain. The resolution 
welcomed the Government's decision to 
surrender the Mandate, and deplored the 
present violence in Palestine.

U.N. COMMISSION 


Govt. Will Ban Earlier 
Entry to Palestine 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent} 


In spite of protests by the United 
Nations Palestine Commission, the 
Government are showing no intention of 
changing the period of a fortnight 
between the arrival of the Commission 
in Palestine and the surrender of the 
Mandate. 

When Mr. Barnett Janner (Lab., W. 
Leicester) told Mr. V. Alexander, 
Minister of Defence, in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday that it was 
absurd to suggest that the Commussion 
could make their preparations in two 
weeks, Mr. Alexander replied that the 
United Nations had been given ample 
warning. Mr. Alexander reaffirmed 
British intentions to surrender the 
Mandate on May 15, and to complete 
evacuation by August 1; but he would 
not reveal the evacuation plan 


Aircraft Sold to Jews 


Questioned about the aircraft recently 
sold to the Palestine Aviation Company, 
he said they were demilitarised before 
disposal and were in an. unserviceable 
condition. sale was consequently 
not inconsistent with the policy of deny- 
ing warlike material to both Arabs and 
Jews in Palestine. Because it was possible 
to adapt civil aircraft for military use, 
steps were now being taken to ensure 
that no British planes passed into Arab 
and Jewish hands in Palestine so long as 
there was a danger of civil war there. 
Every possible precaution would be taken 
to ensure that Britain's warlike material 
did not pass into the hands of Jews and 
Arabs. It was the policy of the Govern- 
ment to refuse permission for the export 
of military material from Great Britain 
to any part of the Middle East, except 
under existing treaty contracts with cer- 
tain Arab Governments. The Government 
had no reason to suppose that the 


material supplhed by them under such 
contracts would be used in Palestine 
. Answoe ng Mr. jJanner, Mr. Creech 


Jones, Colonial Secretary, said the party 
of armed Arabs which entered Palestine 
from Transjordan dispersed before action 
could be taken by the security authorities 
The roads by which they were reported 
to have entered had now been closed. 

Mr. Janner: “ Is he aware that we are 
spending £5,000,000 a year on equipping 
forces in Transjordan and more than one 
party has come into Palestine? This 1s 
a complete transgression against the 
United Nations Charter, and will some- 
thing be done to stop them coming into 
Palestine?” : 

Mr. Creech Jones: “ 1 think it will be 
appreciated thai the security forces have 
a frightfully difficult job and it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to maintain a complete 
watch over all the frontiers.” 


MEMBERS’ QUESTIONS 


Palestine Evacuation 


Sir T. Moore (Con., Ayr Burghs) asked 
the Minister of Defence if it was still 
the intention of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment to retain troops in Palestine until 
August |; and what instructions he had 
issued as to ther behaviour during the 
period concerned 

Mr. Alexander: As has already been 
announced, August | is the date by which 
it 8 planned to complete the evacuation 
of our Forces from Palestine. As regards 
the functions of the Forces remaining in 
Palestine until that date, | would refer 
the hon. and gallant Member to the 
speech made by my right hon, friend the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies on 
December 11. 1947. 1 am sure the 
House will agree that the troops are 
carrying out their difficult task in a man- 
ner deserving of the highest commenda- 
tion. 

Sir T. Moore then asked whether, im 
view of the fact that Jewish terrorisis 
had apparently intensified their mur- 
derous attacks on British troops, the 
Government would = reconsider their 
decision, and evacuate them sooner than 
August |! 

Mr. S. Silverman (Lab., Nelson and 
Colne): In view of the developments in 
Palestine since the speech referred to, 
can my right hon. friend say whether the 
Government propose to continue their 
policy in Palestine of making no distinc- 
tion whatever between those who are 
defending the United Nations decision 
and those who are attacking i? 


ILLEGAL IMMIGRANTS 


Mr. T. Reid (Lab., Swindon) asked the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies what 
steps had been taken against the owners 
of ships carrying illegal immigrants to 
Palestine. 

Mr. Creech Jones: The only action 
that has been possible, is to institute pro- 
ceedings for the forfeiture of the ships, 
and this is done in all appropriate cases. 

Mr. Mikardo (Lab., Reading): Would 
my right hon. friend say what action is 
taken about illegal immigrants, mostly 
from other Arab countries, who are 
crossing the land frontiers of Palestine? 

Mr. Creech Jones: There are the same 
restrictions as in regard to Jewish illegal 
mmigrants 


DR. BAROU REPORTS 
ON POLAND 


[By a Jewisu Curonicie Reporter) 


Dr. Barou, Chairman of 
European Secretariat of the World Jewish 
Congress, who has just returned from a 
ten days visit to Poland, reported to a 
Press conference in London on Monday 

Mr. A. L. Easterman, who presided. 
said Dr. Barou went to Poland on the 
invitation of the Polish Central Com- 
mittee of Warsaw to attend the plenary 
session of that Committee, which was 
called together, among other things. to 
consider ratifying a decision to affiliate 
with the World Jewish Congress. That 
affiliation, he said, was formally 
adopted. 

Dr. Barou said that full agrcemeni was 
achieved and that both the Council of

Congress 
Life in Poland 


He had used his spare time to see for 
himself as much as possible of the life of 
Polish Jewry. The Jewish population, 
reduced to about 100,000, was largely 
settling in the Western parts. These parts 
were the main field of Polish colonisation 
and Polish settlers were rapidly taking 
the place of the expelled Crermans 
Feverish economic activity was proceed. 
ing in those regions, and Jewish workers, 
artisans, and intellectuals had a wiule 
scope for the employment of their craft, 
knowledge, and cnergy 

His conclusion was that Polish Jewry 
was rebuilding its individual and collec- 
tive life successfully under very difficull 
conditions. lt looked for closer bonds 
with world Jewry to strengthen its general 
and cultural positions. The affiliation to 
the World Jewish Congress would help 
considerably in this dwection if thei 
national and central organisations would 


show the necessary active interest in 
maintaining and developing their rela- 
tions with the Jewish Community in 
Poland. 


Dr. Barouw announced that a Warsaw 
Ghetto Memorial Committee had been 
formed in this country m connection 
with the magnificent memorial that 1 to 
be unveiled in Warsaw in memory of the 
fallen.

JAM 


My attention was attracted carly this 
by an mieresiing display of tins 
of Forces jam, now surplus, in 
window of a provision store a few doors 
from THe Jewisn offices m 
High Wycombe. What I found especially 
interesting about many of these tins was 
that they bore the familiar Palestiman 
names of “ Assis” and “Gat” (Givat 
“Assis,” of course, is the brand 
of a well-known Jewish firm of food 
manutacturers m Tel-Aviv, while Grvat 
Haim s the name of a flourishing Jewish 
settlement a little to the north and inland 
of Nathanya. In view of a question put 
down in Parliament last Monday by Mr. 
Low. who wanted to know for what 
tonnage ol service department stores, 
scheduled to be cvacuated from Palestine, 
shipping would be available in 
month of this year, it struck me as not 
without irony one of the first fruus 
of that evacuation should be the “ one- 
way shipment of jam produced by 
Jews in Palestine to supplement the 
scanty ration in this country. There is 
nothing on these tins of iam. which are 
being offered in unlimited quantities of 
one pomt per tin, to indicate to the 
customer ignorant of Jewish names that 
they are made in Palestine. 


BIBLE IN MINIATURE 


The report which | quoied last month 
of the finding in South Africa by the 
Rev. Shalom Coleman of what was 
claimed to be the smallest Hebrew Bible 
m the world, brought Mr. Sol Hertzberg, 
an old reader of this paper, to see me. 
From tus watch chain he unbuckled a 
miniature silver case. with a magnifying 
glass m the centre. and from it t 
out a littl book and told me: “ This 
contains the whole of the Old Testament 
in Hebrew.” Measuring it. | found that 
it was even smaller than 
discovered by Mr. Coleman It was 
1 3/16th mches long. 13/16th of an 
inch broad, and $/16th of an inch thick. 
All the books of the Old Testament are 
contained in the Bible's 605 pages, and 
with the use of the magnifying glass i 
is quite easy to read the script. Mr. 
Hertzberg has carried the book attached 
to his watch chai ever since it was given 
to him 45 years ago in Poland; but it is 
wonderfully well preserved. The book 
was published by Mr. M. Scholtz m 
Warsaw. Can it be that somebody has 
an even smatier Bible? 


DOCTOR MAYBAUM 


| hear that Rabbi Dr. Ignaz Maybaum 
has been elected Minister of the Edgware 
and District Reform Synacoguc, where 
commenced his duties this week. Born 
in Vienna in 1897. Dr. Maybaum studied 
in Berlin and received his rabbinical 
diploma from the “ Hochschule fiir die 


Wissenschaft des Judentums (Rabbimi- 
cal Seminar). He graduated as Doctor 
of Philosophy at Berlin University. He 
was Rabbi successively at Bingen-on-the- 
Rhine, Frankfurt-on-the-Oder, and in 
Berlin. He was also lecturer in Biblical 
exegesis and in om res of religion in 
Berlin. When Maybaum arrived in 
this —, after the 1938 pogrom in 
Germany, was invited to preach at 
the Refugee Services in the United Syna- 
gogues His sermons were published 
(1941) under the titlh “Man and Cata- 
strophe,” and in his preface to this book 
the late Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr. 
Temple, says of him: “. . . thus we may 
all go to school with this Rabbi and 
learn from him a better understandin 
not only of the Jewish people but o 
thar which for us, as for him, is the 
Word of God.”

CHAGALL AT THE TATE 


The Arts Council of Great Britain are 
to be congratulated on having secured 
for the Tate Gallery the famous Chagall 
Exhibition, which has already won 
laurels in Paris and Amsterdam. At 
the private view, Monsicur Chagall’s 
daughter told me her father was at 
present m America completing designs 
for a new ballet. but hoped to be able 
ft visit this country shortly 

To-day. Marc Chagall ts without ques- 
tion our most characteristically Jewish 
painter of importance What Chagall 
has done for posterity is to have depicted 
vividly, and in a thoroughly personal 
way. the life and the atmosphere of a 
small Russian chetto village when Russia 


and Poland represented tor the Jew 
everywhere the main spring and. source 
of all culture and learning. By a miracle 
all this is staged for us by the painter. 
The queues should not be quite as tor-

FIGHTING FASCISM 
M.P.’s Suggestions 


{By a Jewisn Curonicte Reporter) 


The best way to root out Fascism was 
not by a nation-wide campaign but by 
stopping the manifestations wherever 
they occurred, declared Mr. Woodrow 
Wyatt, M.P., when he spoke at the 
Anglo-Pale:tinian Club last Sunday on 
“ Fascism: the enemy within.” 

Mr. Wyatt traced the rise of the 
B.U.F. and other Fascist bodies before 
the war and expressed concern at their 
recent re-emergence. After referring to 
the meetings at Hereford Street and 
Ridley Road and Mosley’s Press con- 
ference, Mr. Wyatt said that the Home 
Secretary might have done more, 
although he thought he had done his 
best 1o see that the police were more 
impartial 

After outlining the causes that led to 
Fascism and its relationship to anti- 
Semitism, Mr. Wyatt said: “* Fascism 
will not be defeated until every Gentile 
realises that he js anti-Semitic at heart.” 


Jewish “ Isolationism 


Isolationsism on the part of the Jews, 
he added, tended to cause anti-Semitism. 

In instituting campaigns against Fas- 
cism and anti-Semitism, he went on, anti 
anti-Semites had to be careful lest they 
created a greater opposition to their 
cause by making a lot of ordinary 
peopic, who had never previously given 
the question a thought, think that there 
must be something in Fascism and anti- 
Semitism 

“One possible way of getting at the 
Fascist and anti-Semite is by closing 
down Fascist meetings that are going to 
take place in a particularly populated 
Jewish area,” Mr. Wyatt stated. 

The law could be strengthened by 
defining very clearly for the police what 
was meant by .“ promoting hostility 
between H.M. subjects.” It would also 
be simple to give local authorities the 
power to ban meetings in advance. 

it would be difficult to ban Fascist 
Organisations because it was hard to 
define them as such so that simple- 
minded people would understand.

It had also outhned a number of 
economic problems, including the forma- 
tion of a customs union, currency 
questions, and transport and communica- 
tions. 

The problem of the allocation and 
liquidation of the assets of the Palestine 
Administration is being considered. 
Britain has been asked to furnish the 
Commission with inventories and also 
its proposals for consultation on this 
quesuion 

Ihe second stage of the Commiussion’s 
work will be devoted to negotiations with 


Britain and with representatives of 
Jewish and—if possible—Arab com- 
munities in Palestine over detailed 
matters. 


Commission’s Security 


Sir Alexander told the Commission on 
Saturday that Britain would accept 
responsibility for its security so long as 
the Mandate continued, and only if the 
Commission acted on the advice of the 
British Government and did not appear 
until two weeks before the ending of 
the Mandate. Sir Alexander also said 
Britain could not agree to let the Com- 
mission “go around Palestine delimiting 
frontiers "' as long as the British were in 
contro. 

British Forces would, however, protect 
Commission members during the fort- 


night between their arrival and the 
termination of the Mandate. but not 
alterwards, and the Government could 


not agree to lend any of its employees to 
help the Commission. 

Other pomts Sir Alexander made were 
that Britain could not allow the forma- 
tion of an armed militia in Palestine 
before the Mandate was terminated, and 
that the Arab Legion and the Trans- 
jordan Frontier Force would be with- 
drawn before the termination of the 
Mandate. 

Untl the termination of the Mandate 
the British would defend the whole 
country Afterwards any attack would 
be resisted only if directed against British 
commumcations. 


Jewish Militia 

The Commission unanimously agreed 
on Thursday of last week to co-operate 
in setting up a Jewish militia for the 
Jewish part of Palestine on the lines 
recently proposed by Mr. Moshe Shertok., 
and to help in the formation of this 
militia before the termination of the 
Mandate. The Commission also put on 
record that it was ready to consider 
similar measures for the bration of a 
militia in the Arab State. 

Senator Vicente J. Francisco (Philip- 
pines) has been given the task of under- 
taking negotiations with the British 
Government and with the Jewish Agency

Appeal to U.N. 


Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., who pre- 
sided, appealed to the United Nations 
not to allow their decision to be flouted 
by countries whose views had been heard 
in open court and adjudged to be wrong.

by the time laid down in the decision 
of the United Nations, and that, no 
matter what dangers might threaten the 
Yishuyv or Jews elsewhere, there was no 
turnine back from the decision that had 
been achieved. 

One of the decisions of that conference 
would have to be that the first duty 
of Anglo-Jewry, and in particular of 
Anglo-Jewish youth, was to see to it that 
the Jewish nation should be defended in 
Palestine and that the Jewish State should 
be built up, said Professor Brodetsky. 
Thev had asked for a Jewish militia. The 
people who needed an international force 
were not the Jews. but the United 
Nations, because if they left the problem 
of Palestine to the Jews without helping 
them, then, indeed, they would be con- 
demning themselves. 


“ Give Us the Tools 


The Jews had never declared thai they 
did not want an international force, Mr. 
Berl Locker said. They had always said 
it would be welcome, but they had said 
that if it was impossible to create one 
it should not prevent the decision being 
taken to create a Jewish State. The 
Jews were saying to the United Nations 
what Churchill had said to America in 
the early days of the war: “Give us 
the tools and we will finish the job.” 

A whispering campaign of defeatism 
was going on which was taking the form 
of letters to and editorials in “a certain 
Press organ.” If anybody thought that 
by frustrating the decision of the United 
Nations there would be peace in the 
Middle East, he was entirely mistaken. 

Professor Norman Bentwich, speaking 
in the political discussion, said that no 
one had a greater admiration for Hagana 
than he. But that part of the action of 
Hagana which took the form of reprisals 
or punitive measures was weakening their 
cause. He would like to see a return to 
the policy of Havlaga (self-restraint) 
preserved by their people during the 1936 
to 1939 riots. Finally, Professor Bent- 
wich suggested that a truer interpreta- 
tion of Sir Alexander Cadogan’s state- 
ment that the British would not be 
responsible for the protection of the 
U.N. Commission after May 15, was an 
attempt to make the United Nations face 
up to their responsibilities: 

Mr. Nat Jackson said that Hagana «was 
not a professional army, and its policy 
was fundamentally defence. Was it not 
defence to seek to prevent armed bands 
from doing their work, rather than to 
allow them to choose the time and place 
and circumstances in which to attack.

EXHIBITION OF 
PALESTINE GOODS 


Opened by S.A. Minister 
of Labour 


[From our Correspondent—Caretown] 


The Palestine Industrial Exhibition, 
sponsored by the Foreign Trade Insti- 
tute of the Jewish Agency, has been 
transferred to Capetown from Johannes- 
burg. It was the first exhibition of its 
kind ever held in South Africa. A large 
variety of goods was displayed, includin 
textiles, garments, hardware, ~ 
polished diamonds, office supplies, bulbs 
and seeds, as well as religious articles 
of the most exquisite design and crafts- 
manship. Local experts say that many 
of the articles exhibited were right in 
quality and price, and should find a mar- 
ket in South Africa. 

The exhibition was opened by the 
Right Hon. Dr. Colin Steyn, Minister of 
Labour, who said that the exhibition was 
a remarkable one, and proved how great 
had been the development of industry in 
Palestine. 

“ Outstanding as the achievements had 
been till now, | am convinced of its 
still greater expansion in the future, and 
of the important part the Jewish State 
will play in the future development of 
bee industry and trade,” he added. 

He hoped tha; the friendly trade rela- 
tions which existed between Palestine and 
the Union of South Africa would not 
only continue, but would develop into a 

and healthy alliance. 

‘'e should do all we can to cultivate 
those friendly relations between the two 
countries, when the present troublesome 
times in Palestine are over, and they will 
be over soon,” continued Dr. Steyn. 
“The Middle East will play an increas- 
ingly important and profound rdéle in 
world trade, and the Jewish State will 
have a big part to play in that réle. The 
Jews and Arabs will eventually compose 
their differences, and I visualise a strong 
and contented Palestine, which will play 
an important part culturally as well as 
industrially in world affairs.”

The Preparatory Commission of the 
International Refugee Organisation, at its 
closing session in. Geneva on Saturday 
night, a British proposal to 
recomm to the General Council of 
the 1.R.O. (which has not yet been estab- 
lished) that refugees should not be 
accepted for LR.O. assistance if they had 
not registered before February |, 1948. 
The Secretariat was, however, instructed 
to grant mew refugees legal protection 
and to give other assistance in special 
hardship cases.

D.P. Problem and the 
Marshall Plan 


[From our Correspondent—New Yor} 


Addressing a gathering of the delegates 
of the Council of Jewish Federations 
recently, Mr. Harold Glasser, former 
Assistant Director of International Fin- 
ance of the United States Treasury, said 
that the Marshall Plan cannot succeed 
unless the problem of the 800.000 dis- 
placed persons is solved 

There could not be a reconstruction of 
Western Germany and Anstria while 
D.P.s were not in some way transformed 
into normal human beings. 

Mr. Glasser emphasised the urgent 
need for reconstruction instead of relief. 
Systematic emigration to Palestine and 
elsewhere, and the quick implementation 
of solid help by the Unit States and 
international agencies. 

An important objective was the deve- 
lopment of Palestine so as to raise the 
standard of living of the Arab population. 

Ihe achievement of peace in Palestine 
was possible only if the legitimate defence 
torces of the Jewish State were given the 
tools with which to do the job called for 
by the decision of the United Nations

Colonel Julbus Kicin, National Com- 
mander of the Jewish War Veterans of 
America, said, at a function given in his 
honour im Washington, that the Jewish 
war veterans have been abie to give 
material aid to the cause of Jewish state- 
hood by interpreting Jewry’s objectives 
to ther 1,800,000 fellow American 
veterans of differen: faiths. 

Commenting on 
leadership in the United Nations’ decision 
to partition Palestine, he likened current 
problems confronting the founders of the 
Jewish State to those faced by the 
American colonists more than a century 
ago. 


NAZI DOCTORS APPEAL 
TO US. COURTS 


An appeal for writs of habeas corpus 
has been made to the U.S. Supreme 
(ourt on behalf of 14 Nazi doctors, who 
were found guilty of having performed 
experiments on human beings-——mosily 
Jews. The Nuremberg military court scen- 
tenced seven of them to be hanged, five 
to life imprisonment, and two to 15 to 20 
years imprisonment 

The appeal claims that the doctors 
were not responsible for the crimes, and 
that as they were sentenced upon. the 
authority of the U.S. Government they 
should be tried accordmge to American 
law

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BRITAIN AND JEWRY 


THE United Nations Commission on Pales- 
tine has now submitted its first report to the 
Security Council. The report, which ts sim- 
marised elsewhere in this issue, condemns, 
implicitly but unequivocally, the British 
attitude towards the Palestine question. 
Britain, so far from assisting in the imple- 
mentation of the United Nations’ decision 
on Palestine, is, either intentionally or not, 
creating the impression that she 1s doing 
all in her power to make it impractic- 
able. The Commission records the various 
statements made by Sir Alexander Cadogan,

the British representative at Lake Suc- 
cess, and his replies to further ques- 
tions put to him. Britain will not 


comply with the recommendation of the 
General Assembly that a port and hinterland 
in Palestine should at once be made avail- 
able. for Jewish immigration ; she will not 
permit the formation of a Jewish militia, 
recommended by the Commission ; in effect 
(by refusing to accept responsibility for ther 
security) she denies the Commission the 
right to enter Palestine until a bare fortnight 

“fore the Mandate is laid down, adding, 
somewhat cavalierly, that the Commission 
cannot “go around Palestine delimiting 
frontiers * while the British remain in con- 
trol. In a sentence, Britain will give the 
Palestine Commission no co-operation. of 
any kind, on the basis of the dictum that 
responsibility “ cannot be relinquished piece- 
meal.” World opinion outside this country 
is hardening into a belief that the Govern- 
ment, unwilling to accept the decision of the 
United Nations, is deliberately sabotaging 
it. The Jews of this country, reluctant to 
accept the proposition that Britain 1s aban- 
doning her long tradition of friendship with 
the Jewish people or that she is being dis- 
loyal to the United Nations, might prefer to 
adopt. the explanation offered in a letter to 
THe Times yesterday, from Mr. Nevill 
Orgel, that “ with all their good intentions, 
the Government have an incredible capacity 
for putting themselves in a false position” 


That British Jews—and, for that matter, 
lewries all over the world should be 
desirous of preserving the historic friendship 


with Britain is not inconsistent. with 
their devotion to the Jewish National 
ideal Nobody in his senses would accuse 
Dr.. Weizmann or Rabbi Meir Berlin ol 


being “ milk-and-water Zionists.’ Yet both 
of them this week, like Mr. Max Belotl and 
several correspondents in the columns of 
THe JewisnH CHRONICLE, have given expres- 
sion to this point of view. In his message to 
the British Zionist Federation Conference, 
Dr. Weizmann declared: “ We must achieve 
once again that co-operation between Great 
Britain and ourselves, without which a great 
deal ot our work in Palestine, particularly 
in the early days, could never have been 
done.” And Rabbi Berlin called it “stupidity” 
for the Jews to “break” with Britain 
Jews are under no obligation to give un- 
qualified approval to the British Govern- 
ment’s present attitude with regard to parti- 
tion-—indeed, they cannot honestly do so. 
But to regard Britain as “ the enemy ™ is to 
tall into the opposite error, potentially a 
lar more dangerous one. In these days of 
power politics, it is fantastic to suppose that 
the Jewish State can stand alone. It would 
be happier, as well as safer, bound by ties of 
mutual advantage and respect with the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, than as 
the uneasy satellite of other Powers or 
groups of Powers that might achieve a lead- 
ing position in the Middle East. 


But friendship, if it is to be maintained 
on honourable terms, must be reciprocal. 
That Britain will not, by herself, undertake 
to implement the partition decision to which 
she was not a party, has been accepted, 
though reluctantly, by Jews as by the rest 
of the world. But since Britain herself laid 
ihe problem of Palestine before the peace- 
loving united nations, we are entitled 
to expect that she .will not nullify or even 
impede by a sullen attitude of non-coopera- 
lion the decision they have come to 


There is scope here for wise and concilia- 
tory Statesmanship on both. sides. Jews 
have much to hope for from British friend- 
Ship: Britain has not a little to gain from 
aiiwable relations with the most progressive 


national group in the Middle East. Continual 
complaints by Jews against the British “ be- 
trayal” are, even if apparently justified, un- 
helpful. Equally unhelpful are _ British 
recriminations against “ungrateful” Jews 
who, with more hindrance than help from 
the Mandatory Power, are striving against 
odds to build up the National 
promised to them by Britain thirty years 
ago. With tolerance, good sense, and good 
will, it is still not too late for the two 
peoples, both great in moral stature, to be 
again bound by ties of mutual respect and 
friendship. But that happy consummation 
calls for positive statesmanship, not for 
futile bickering or mutual recriminations. 


NEED FOR TEACHERS 


FROM every responsible quarter comes the 
complaint that Jewish education in this 
country is bemg impeded by the lack of 
qualified teachers. This complaint has been 
eloguently voiced, at recent meetings in 
London and the Provinces, by Dr. Nathan 
Morris, the Director of Education of the 
Central Council, and the Education Officer 
of the London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education. , He emphasises the importance 
of this matter in an article which he contri- 
butes to our present’issue. Representatives 
of other bodies concerned with Jewish 
education have likewise underlined this 
problem. The situation is not without a 
certain trony. Not so long ago, it was the 
parents who were chiefly being blamed for 
the unsatisfactory state of Anglo-Jewish 
education. If only the parents ensured that 
therr children attended schools and classes 

so ran the argument—there need be no 
despondency about the future of Judaism. 
lt was alleged that lack of interest on the 
part of parents was the chief obstacle to 
progress. Now, however, it would seem 
that they have awakened to a sense of their 
duty in this matter, since the children are 
attending for instruction in ever-increasing 
numbers. While attendances. are still far 
from being what they could and should be, 
there is a growing influx of pupils, and this 
aspect of the educational problem no longer 
constitutes its main crux. Since the war, a 
welcome change—almost a complete trans- 
formation—has been effected in the com- 
munity’s attitude towards religious educa- 
tion. Everywhere has grown an awareness 
of its vital significance if the Jewish heritage 
is to survive. This has been reflected 
notably in the ready. acceptance everywhere 
of a. scheme of. communal taxation for 
educational purposes. So far so good, but 
all our hopes are threatened with frustration 
unless the dearth of teachers can be over- 
come. Of what use is it if the growing 
numbers of children find no teachers to give 
them the learning they seek? All future 
progress now depends upon the remedying 
of this defect. 


Despite the traditional Jewish attachment 
to learning, the status of the teacher has 
usually been less honoured in practice than 
in theory. Old prejudices against the 
“ melamed ” die hard, but, as Dr. Morris so. 
cogently explains, great psychological 
changes are now demanded. Outmoded ideas 
and. methods will no longer suffice for these 
present times. The community will never 
obtain the teachers which it requires—either 
in quantity or in quality—unless it takes 
positive and energetic measures to remedy 
the existing shortage and to ensure that 
those who take up the profession can, by 
security of tenure, adequate salaries, and the 
provision of pensions, feel that it is at last 
a worthy career. Not otherwise will recruits 
of the right calibre be forthcoming. The 
teacher of Hebrew and Jewish subjects must 
be trained and equipped for his job no less 
scientifically than are other members of the 
teaching profession in this country. Some 
months ago, a scheme for the creation of an 
Institute of Jewish Education, which should 
include a residential college for teachers in 
training, was formulated by the Central 
Council. This was a boldly conceived plan 
to meet a very urgent need. The project 
was approved in principle, and the details 
have since been under consideration by a 
special sub-committee. Dr. Morris’s en- 
dorsement of an earlier plea by this paper 
that the co-operation of Jews’ College 
should be obtained in certain respects is 
most satisfactory. The whole of the pro- 
posals with regard to teachers’ training 
deserve to be made known as widely as 
possible before next month, when a repre- 
sentative Communal Conference will be 
held in London to approve the inauguration 
of the scheme. | 


Home 


GANDHI 


IN the world-wide tributes which afe being 
aid to Mahatma Gandhi, tragically murdered 
y an assassin’s bullets, Jewry will join with the 

deepest sincerity. His life’s work finally won 
him the admiration not only of his followers 
and fellow-countrymen, but also of multitudes 
in every land. He became generally recognised 
as a teacher whose message had an application 
far beyond the borders of India. In the words 
of the Government announcement from Down- 
ing Street: “ His moral and spiritual leadership 
have been an inspiring example in a distracted 
and troubled age.” Such was the man who 
had been the foremost opponent of British 
policy in India. Yet he secured his country’s 
independence without leaving any heritage of 
enmity between India and Britain. Nor was 
he content merely with freedom from external 
oppression. He felt that his work was incom- 
plete unless self-government implied the cessa- 
tion of mternal strife between races and 
communities. Thus he became the champion 
equally of national independence and of human 
brotherhood, since--in the true spirit of the 
iasi-—ne refused to separate political and 
religious ideals. Among his friends were 
several Jews. Religious tolerance was one of 
his foremost principles. “If a man,” he once 
said, “ reaches the heart of his own religion, 
he has reached the heart of the others, too. 
There is only one God, but there are many 
paths to Him.” Himself a staunch Hindu, he 
studied with reverence the Scriptures of all 
faiths, and, while critical of many elements, 
found inspiration in the universalistic aspect of 
their teachings. With supreme self-sacrifice he 
devoted himself to the cause of fellowship and 
peace, and there is bitter dramatic irony in the 
fact that this patriot and lover of mankind 
should have now been killed by a fanatical 
extremist of his own community. But the 
example of his life and teaching will not cease 
to influence all who would follow the way of 
wisdom. 


THE GENOCIDE CONVENTION 


THe draft convention on the crime of 
genocide which was discussed at the last meet- 
ing of the United Nations General Assembly 
is now on the agenda of the Economic and 
Social Council, which began its meetings at 
Lake Success this week. Genocide has been 
defined briefly as the destruction of racial, 
national, religious, or other human groups. It 
first received international recognition as a crime 
in the judgment of the Nuremberg War Crimes 
Tribunal, The 1946 General Assembly requested 
the Economic and Social Council to prepare a 
convention for the prevention and punishment 
of genocide to be submitted to the 1947 
Assembly, which after discussion referred the 
matter back again to the Economic and Social 
Council for the preparation of a final draft 
for presentation to the 1948 Assembly The 
present discussions will therefore play an im- 
portant part in deciding the fate of the pro- 
posed convention. No one will dispute the 
desirability of such an international instrument, 
but the sceptics have already raised difficulties 
in regard to its practicability. Unfortunately, 
the British Government through its spokesmen 
at the last General Assembly gave encourage- 
ment to the doubters, but their arguments, into 
which there is no space to enter here. were 
countered by various delegates and especially 
by the U.S. Government, which laid before the 
Assembly a suggested text which been 
widely commended. In this country an attempt 
is being made to stimulate greater interest in 
this important and complex question, and the 
Marquis of Reading is to take the chair at a 
meeting next week of representatives of 
organisations having consultative status with 
the United Nations. For Jews, with their 
memories of Nazi and Eastern European 
pogroms, and for Christians who have suffered 
grievously in the not distant past at the hands 
of fanatics in the Middle Fast, no less than for 
the hate-riven communities of India and 
Pakisian, this is an opportunity. to unite in 
advocating a measure which, like the projected 
International Bill of Human Rights, is 
calculated to be of assistance to suffering man- 
kind. 


PUBLIC RECORD OFFICE 

Since 1941 (its centenary year), this paper 
has had its London publishing office in 
Chancery Lane. That thoroughfare, which 
issues from Fleet Street and skirts the Law 
Courts, suggests, from its very position, a con- 
nection between two professions which have a 
common interest in written and printed docu- 
ments. And, appropriately enough, Chancery 
Lane is the locale of the Public Record Office, 
where the national archives are preserved. 
More strangely, however, while our present 
publishing office has been associated with 
British Jewry for only seven years, the State 
institution across the way has had close Jewish 
associations for seven centuries. The Museum 
of the Public Record Office has this week been 
reopened to the public after considerable post- 
war reconstruction. It occupies the site of a 
building which was originally the Chapel of 
the Domus Conversorum (House of the Con- 
verts) and later the Chapel of the Rolls. The 
House of the Converts was founded by 
Henry Ill, in 1232, for baptised Jews, and the 
attached chapel was begun the following year. 
Notwithstanding the Expulsion in 1290, this 
House continued to provide free maintenance 
for apostates from Judaism for some three and 


* become 


a half centuries. Its wardenship was assigned 
to the Keeper (or Master) of the Rol of 
Chancery and his successors, who were a; tirst 
ecclesiastics and afterwards lay lawyers. No; 
until 1837 did the Master of the Rolls Surrender 
the charge of the House to the Crown. In i872 
a professing Jew, Sir George Jessel. became 
Master of the Rolls. But the House wa« 
abolished by Act of Parliament until 189) th 
the present museum are several relics of the 
former chapel. Far more valuable, of course. 
are the great documentary treasures poy 
exhibited there, and these include severa| of 
specifically Jewish interest. Among the earlies 
are medieval tallies and “starrs” in Hebrew 
script. Very different in spirit is one of 
latest exhibits, the warrant for King George V's 
accession, whose signatories, foremost notables 
of the realm, include Jews. Another document 
just added to the exhibition is the <ivned 
protocol of the Treaty of Berlin (1878). The 
first signature is that of Lord Beaconstie|d, ang 
it is seen Opposite to Article 62, which eualan- 
tees complete religious liberty throughout! the 
Ottoman Empire. Quite apart from its 
museum, which is freely open to visitors. the 
Search Rooms of the Public Record Office wi 
long continue to attract students of Anolo- 
Jewish history. 


SYNAGOGUE “ADOPTION ” 
CORRESPONDENTS to this paper have recently 
been writing about the exact relationship be. 
tween religion and government which will 
obtain in the Jewish State. Without entering 
now into all. or any, of the issues raned— 
many of which would seem largely of academic 
interest—attention might be directed to a prac- 
tical scheme which is being sponsored by the 


Mizrachi Federation of Great Britain and 
Ireland. This was put before a mectine of 
the Mizrachi Synagogue Council which was 
held in London recently. At that meet- 


ing representatives of congregations were 
addressed by, among others, Dayan H. M 
Lazarus, the Deputy for the Chief Rabbi. and 
by Rabbi Kopul Rosen, the Principal Rabbi of 


the Federation of Synagogues. The theme 
upon which they spoke was: “What. the 
Synagogues Of Great Britain must do now in 
the upbuilding of the Jewish State.” Ii was no 
mercly rhetorical question which was thus 
raised, and it was not intended just to provide 


a subject for homiletic exhortations. Nor was it 
advanced as an inducement simply to get con- 
gregations to affiliate to the Mizrachi Syna- 
gogue Council. Such affiliation can be 
meaningless if it betokens simply the payment 
of an annual subscription and the routine dis- 
tribution of literature. The scheme which the 
organisers have in mind goes much deeper and 
yet is eminently practical and feasible. It 1s 
designed to bring the synagogues here into 
direct contact with synagogues and religious 
imstitutions in Eretz Yisrael. If, for example, 
the members of a particular British synagogue 
were to interest themselves in a-specific religious 
settlement in Palestine, then they would become 
in a very real sense actively associated with the 
religious development of that kibbutz. Nor ts 
it intended that such association should be 
limited to religious settlements. Thus, a British 
synagogue might “ adopt ” a kibbutz which had 
been settled, say, largely by chaverim from this 
country, even though traditional — 
influences there might as yet be lacking. Such 
an “ adoption © scheme would certainly accom 
plish far more than could ever be achieved by 
mere expostulations and admonishments. If 
British Jews really desire Eretz Yisraci to 
a centre of religious life, then they 
must take practical steps in that direction 


WASTE-PAPER SALVAGE 

Our readers scarcely need reminding that tt 
is the strict rationing of newsprint—the paper 
on which THe Jewish CHRONICLI 
newspapers are printed—which has 
tated the restriction of the total numdec! of 
copies issued, as well as the number of pases 
and the crowded and small type sometimes 
employed. These regrettable troubles are only 
part and parcel of the general misfortunes 
occasioned by the present economic emergency. 
But paper, as the war-time salvage drives 
helped to bring home to us, Is a commodity of 
more than ordinary importance—and not least 
in its apparently “waste” condition. For 
example, even when this present newspaper has 
been read and pondered, passed round the 
family, and then, however reluctantly, com 
signed to the waste-paper basket, its usefulness 
is by no means over. In no circumstances 
should the reader burn or destroy it, for such 
action would inflict injury on both, If care 8 
taken to keep it dry, unsoiled by ashes oF 
grease, it can be repulped, and thus contribute 
towards the making of a later issue o! this 
journal for future reading. This is, of Course, 
only a particular instance of the advantages 1 
be derived from the salvage campaign wilt 
the President of the Board of Trade asks 
should be intensified throughout the country. 
Every household and every office is called upoe 
to supply its quota to the collection o! waste 
paper. After being salvaged and repu!pe 
this will provide the essential raw mater 
for such essential uses as—additional to news" 
print—carton packages for rationed goods, 
ceiling boards, packing material for the home 
and export trade, and plastics. In this salvage 
campaign, every citizen—without having © 
perform any very arduous job—can ren 
real service to the nation.

CARE 


Commeanal Sick Care in the German 
G . By Jacop R. Marcus. Hebrew 
Uinion College Press, Cincinaiti. $4.00,

The author has reconstructed a picture 
of an important aspect of Jewish social 
iife. which possesses considerable histori- 
cal interest. Communal medicine is neces- 
sarily associated with other forms of 
nhilanthropy. Thus, Dr. Marcus devotes 
much attention to the origins of the 
ancient brotherhood, known as _ the 
(hevra Kadisha, in order to put his 
‘heme in proper perspective. This institu- 
von, now shrunk into a mere burial 
society, once played a great part in 
Jewish social hfe. Similarly, the author 
‘races the development of the old com- 
munal Hekdesh, guest-house or hospice. 
‘nto the modern hospital. The medical 
organisation of Jewish congregations 
always kept pace with that of the 
general community, but apparently failed 
‘Oo come up to standard in the provision 
o| skilled nursing. 


Communal Physicians 


Ihe Frankfort records turnish the 
‘ullest information concerning the com- 
munal physicians. The most famous of 
hese was the distinguished scientist, 
writer, and adventurer, Joseph Solomon 
Deimedigo, who was appointed in 1631. 
Our author gives many details of his 
corms of service. The appointment of 
such physicians was a widespread practice 
among Jewish Communities. The Spanish 
snd Portuguese Congregation in London 
maintains such an appoimtment to the 
present day. The City synagogues-—the 
Great and Hambro—also had their own 
physician to attend the sick poor. This 
duty was subsequently undertaken by the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, and the last 
medical officer was Dr. Asher, who subse- 
quently became the first Secretary of the 
tinned Synagogue, 

Very miteresting, too, for the Anglo- 
Jewish reader, ts the contract, which is 
contained in one of the numerous appen- 
dices of this volume, between the Breslau 
community and Dr. Abraham Kisch, who 
was appomted as an “expert in medicine” 
in 1767. A branch ot his family eventually 
settled in England, and many of its mem- 
bers. have attained distincton the 
professions, including medicine. The 
present volume confirms Dr. Marcus as 
a scholarly investigator, who is able to 
present hig gesearches with a. literary 
ability which renders his book a pleasure 
peruse.

settlement. 


No Arab Plans 


A visitor to friends in both communi- 
ties 8S at Once struck, when calling on 
Arabs, by their baffling lack of readiness 
to plan. They want a unitary State, but 
have no concrete suggestion to offer for 
steps towards Thew neighbours— 
Synans, Egyptians, and the rest—want to 
hght, but each waits upon the other to 
plan the campaign. The Mufti, who is 
the Palestinians’ Fiihrer, has no concep- 
tion of organisation save for guerrilla 
wariare. Nevertheless, he has a large 
following even among educated men who 
admit his shortcomings Even those 
Arabs who are his enemies proffer no 
alternative to his plans for creating a 
shambles. “Such a mess has been 
made,” they say, “that l am not going 
to enter the arena now.” Many of them. 
particularly civil servants and well-to-do 
businessmen, would prefer a life run on 
Western standards even at the price of 
creating a Jewish State. But they would, 
at present, command no popular support 
if they dared to say so. they would 
probably be murdered, as the Arab 
Labour leader, Sami Taha, was murdered 
in Haifa in September, by extremists of 
their own side. The only Arab with a 
plan is King Abdullah of Transjordan, 
and both he and his schemes are highly 
unpopular with all his neighbours. includ- 
ing the Palestinian Arabs. Were he to 
pursue them now, his life would be a 

yor risk. No Arab leader or group ol 
toey is hkely to come forward until 
the public tires of chaos. Someone may 
well emerge then.

THE TRAINING OF HEBREW TEACHERS 


Hit writer recalls an occasion when he 
applied to the Hebrew teaching pro- 
cession m our community the description 
of “the most abused, least recognised. 
worst paid, but best rewarded of all pro- 
Ihe last was a tribute to the 
congeniality of the occasion; it is out ol 
place mm the sober atmosphere of serious 
discussion. The first three adequately 
describe the condition of the Hebrew 
feacher in our midst and throw a reveal- 
ight on the position of Jewish edu- 
cauon m general in this country. 

Our education system has long been 
ihe object of severe criticisms. The most 
rious of all is that it has never made 
any real effort to-create a teaching pro- 
endowed with the necessary 
intelectual, social, and economic status 
which might give it a fair chance to do 
work satisfactorily. In the fatetul 
inier-war years, this rich and proud com- 
munity was content to sit passively and 
wan for casual arrivals of teachers, at 
irom Eastern Europe, and, after 
‘933, trom Central Europe. Now these 


sources have been destroyed by the 
‘ragedy that has-gpverwhelmed European 
lewry, but our’ edu@&gion system still 


scems to be waiting for the teachers 
irom Warsaw or Kaunas who will never 
come again. 


No Teachers from Palestine 


Can Palestine take the place of 
-urope? We shall indeed have to turn 
‘ncreasingly towards Palestine for Jewish 
vilality and confidence and inspiration, 
and we shall have to create the educa- 
onal channels by which these may reach 
us. But Palestine in the past never sent 
us trained teachers in any appreciable 
numbers: it coud not afford to spare 
them. It will be even less able to do so 
in the near future. 

Soon, we hope, there will begin the big 
‘rek from the European camps which will 
bring, among others, thousands of 
children to the Jewish State. This will 
(hrow a staggering strain upon the young 
and frail structure of Palestine’s educa- 
"on system and force it into almost 
superhuman efforts to meet the mountng 
demands for new accommodation, equip- 
ment and, especially, teachers. And so 
Bruish Jewry, never before spiritually 
»scll-sufficient, will be obliged to find the 


Means of providing for its own educa- 


onal needs for many years to come. 
At present the London Board of Jewish 

Religious Education alone employs a 

‘caching staff of some 350,....There are

at least another 350 teachers in the 
schools and classes all over the country 
affiliated to the Central Council of Jewish 
Religious Education in the United King- 
dom and Eire, apart from independent 
mstitutions. . But in a few years’ lume, 
taking British Jewry as a whole, we may 
have to face the need of a teaching statt 
of not less than 1,000 men and women, a 
considerable number of whom. will be 
required to give their tull-time services 
to education. For, judging from. Lon- 
don, the roll of the Hebrew classes is 
rising steadily and substantially. After a 
quarter of a century’s apparently vain 
effort, we scem now to be making a 
serious impression on the vexed problem 
of the non-attached child. But by a 
strange irony, these children are: begin- 
ning to come to our classes at a ume 
when we have no teachers to teach them 
At the moment we are living on our 
capital. We still have with us large 
numbers of ceachers who, like the writer, 
received their carly training and inspira- 
tion in some centre of learning on the 
Continent. We also have a diminishing 
number of men and women born here 
and trained in national colleges for 
national schools, but who are doing 
valuable Jewish educational work. But 
the position is bound to deteriorate 
steadily. For, as these teachers, especially 
of the former class, who hold many of 
the key positions in education, are pass- 
ing out of action, voids are being created 
which cannot be filled in present circum- 
stances and these are gradually but surely 
undermining the strength of the whole 
system.

New Type of Teacher 


All this acquires a and ominous 
significance in this critical hour of our 
history. The whole psychological climate 
in which Judaism must live and develop, 
anywhere in the world, is changing. In 
this important community, we shall need 
not merely “ replacements ” of outgoing 
teachers. We shall need a new type ol 
teacher, men and women capable of 
kindling a new faith in youth and helping 
them to make the difficult intellectual 
and emotional adjustments awaiting them 
in a new Jewish cra. 

To meet our needs we have in recent 
times been training teachers at the rate 
of five 4 year. Since the new Teachers’ 
Diploma was created, we have produced 
about 15 fully qualified teachers. This 
is all that our present facilities for train- 
ing haye enabled us to do. On any sober 


eslimate we seem to be merely trifling 
with a big problem. An effori of quite 
a different order in scale and quality will 
be needed if we are to prevent the fur- 
ther deterioration and ult Mate paralysis 
of the whole sysiem 

This is the aim of the new plan formu 
lated by the Central Council Ihe main 
leature of this plan is the establishment 
of an Institute of Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion tor the purpose of the training of 
teachers and the promotion of educa- 
tional study and research. Ht is to be a 
residential school. of college standing 
designed on an impressive and dignified 
scale, so that it may inspire respect in 
the community for itseli and for the 
teachers to be trained there.- The Insti- 
tute 1s to provide facilities for the train- 
ing of about 25 to 3 students in posi- 
tive Jewish knowledge. as well as in 
the theory and practice of education. Ii 
will also include experimental elementary 
Hebrew classes and a modern educational 
library, the lack of which in a place like 
London has been seriously felt by 
teachers and students for a long time. 


(Co-operation with Jews’ College 


While there is a general conviction in 
the Central Council that such an institu- 
tion, if i 8 to achieve what is expected 
of it, must retain its educational and 
administrative mdependence, it 1s hoped 
that in good time it will establish close 
and truitful co-operation with such 
centres of Jewish learning as Jews’ Col- 
lege and the Yeshivot. It is essential to 
add that this plan will stand little chance 
of success until the community makes up 
its mind to give the Hebrew teacher the 
fair deal he deserves. In concrete terms. 
this means good salary scales, security 
of tenure, a satisfactory.pension scheme, 
and, especially, the communal status duc 
to this high calling. These conditions 
have already been attained very largely 
in London and elsewhere, and it may be 
confidently expected will become general 
throughout the community in the not- 
distant future. 

To realise such an ambitious plan 
means on a large scale will have to be 
found. 

It is intended, in the first place, to 
convene a representative conference in 
the very near future, when the problem 
of the teacher in all its aspects will be 
placed before the community. Then an 
appeal for £100,000 is to be launched, 
and together with it a scheme for the

Sir Ihe correspondence arming out

In the first place, there was not the 
slightest warrant mm my article for making 
me out a8 partisan of the present pohcy 
of the British Government, which 
regard as badly conceived and as hased 
on a totally talse analysis of the whole 
position in the Middle East. The recent 
events in connection with tragqg are 
highly sigmificant in this connection. Bui 
at the moment it is not British policy 
which is in question. The issue | raised 
was whether, given this policy as once of 
the factors im the situation, Jewish policy 
has been well. calculated to minimise to 
the utmost us unfortunate effects. That 
seems to me to be a separate issue which 
it is perfectly legitemate to discuss im 
your columns. And I still maintain that 
a different and more temperate attitude 
on the part of leading Zionists would 
have made it easier to mobilise oppos- 
tion against the more vulnerable aspects 
of recent British policy, which, in view of 
their bearing on the United Nations 
alone. are clearly causing disquiet far 
outside Jewish circles.

Asked about the attitude of Tue 
Jewisn Crronicte towards the A.J.A.., 
Sir Robert said that the paper was a free 
Press and represented the Editor's own 
views, which were “ mostly sound, clear, 
and helpful views.” sometimes agreeing 
with the Board, and sometimes with the 
Association. 

He confessed himself a staunch 
Zionist. The present troubles in Pales- 
time, he said, arose from outside forces 
which were violently inimical both to 
England and Jewry.

to my notice, as a result of this public 
dispute and of which I was previously 
unaware, I have to inform you that I am 
unable to serve on the North Manchester 
Anti-Fascist Committee under your 
Chairmanship, and to speak on a public 
latform under your Chairmanship.

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Obituary 


Mr. MENDEL CHAIKIN (Jerusalem) 
was one of the founders, in London, of 
the Machzike Hadass Synagogue and of 
the Brick Lane Talmud Torah, as well as 
of the Old Castle Street Synagogue. His 
keenness in the practical task of building 
up the Holy Land prompted him to 
import Palestine wines to Britain through 
the firm that bears his name. In Eretz 
Yisrael, to which he returned nearly 20 
years ago, he continued his interest in 
ymiculture, and also devoted a great deal 
of time to charitable mstitutions and 
Yeshivot. 

Mr. IGNAZ FRIEDMAN (Sydney) 
65. was the distinguished pianist a 
composer. He was born in Cracow and 
began playing in public in 1904. He 


made numerous world concert tours. 
Since 1940 Friedman had lived im 
Sydney. 


Judge NATHAN ROSS MARGOLD 
(Washington), 48, was a member of the 
Municipal Court Bench of Washington 
for the last five years. He went to 
Washington with the Roosevelt New 
Deal Administration in 1933, serving as 
solicitor of the Interior Department 
under Harold Ickes. He held that office 
until 1942, when he was appointed to the 
Municipal Court.

DEATH OF OSCAR SLATER 


The case of Oscar Slater, who died on 
Saturday at Ayr, at the age of 75, was 
one of the most dramatic in British 
criminal history. Slater's original name 
was Oscar Joseph Leschziner. 

Nearly 40 years ago he was sentenced 
to death in Edinburgh for the murder of 
Miss Marion Gilchrist, aged 82: a day 
before he was due to be hanged the sen- 
tence was commuted to penal servitude 
for life; 184 years later he was released 
following an agitation led by Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle; and im 1928, his convic- 
tion was quashed on the ground of mis- 
direction. 

He later accepted £6,000 from the 
Government as an ex gratia payment for 
his wrongful conviction. 

In 1927-28, THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
raised £700 towards the sum of £1,000 
whie® Sir Arthur Conan Doyle had 
guaranteed in the legal fight to clear 
Slater's name. 

The deceased, who was a Silesian Jew, 
married Miss Lena Shand, who was of 
German origin, in 1936, and both were 
interned as aliens im 1940. His wish to 
become a British citizen remained unful- 
filled. The application was due to be 
granted in a few weeks.

A message expressing British Jewry’s 
“ deepest sympathy and sorrow at the 
tragic death of Mr. Gandhi” was sent 
to the High Commissioner for India by 
the Deputy for the Chief Rabbi, Dayan 
H. M. Lazarus, with the request to for- 
ward it to the Prime Minister of India. 

“The loss, of one whose saintly charac- 
ter and lifelong devotion to the cause of 
peace will cause his name always to be 
remembered. is irreparable.” it states. 


In an interview with THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE, during his visit to this 
country in 1931, Mr. Gandhi said: “I 


have a world of friends among the Jews. 


Gandhi photographed 
Africa in 1901 with Mr. H. S. L. Polak, 


Mr. in South 
the well-known authority on Indian 
and minority questions, who was then 
Gandhi's articled clerk. 


In South Africa, I was surrounded by 
Jews, and I have had a Jewish short- 
hand writer and typist who was regarded 
more aS a member of the family. I 
visited the synagogue in Johannesburg 
during Passover and went to the house 
of my Jewish friends every night and 
heartily enjoyed ... what do you call 
them?—yes, Matzos.”’ 
Of Zionism, Mr. Gandhi said: “ In 
its Spiritual sense it ts a lofty aspiration. 
By spiritual sense I mean they should 
want to realise the Jerusalem that is 
withn. Zionism meaning reoccupation 
of Palestine has no attraction for me.” 
Writing in his newspaper Haran in 
1946, Mr. Gandhi said that “the Jews 
have erred grievously in seeking § to 
impose themselves on Palestine with the 
aid of America ‘and Great Britain and 
now with the aid of naked force.” He 
expressed his great sympathy with the 
Jews in their plight, and continued: 
“ But one would have thought adversity 
would teach them lessons of peace.” 
Among the books the Mahatma was 
said to have taken with him to beguile 
his imprisonment in 1932 was the Chief 
Rabbi's Book of Jewish Thoughts.”

CHURCH AND 
SYNAGOGUE 


[By a Jewisn Curonicie Reporier| 


“The Church will never regain its 
influence or be worthy to regain « until 
it re-examines and revalues its rclation- 
ship with the older Sinaic revelation,” 
declared the Rev. Dr. James W. Parkes. 
when he spoke on “The Traditional 
Attitude of Christianity to Judaism ™ last 
week in the first of three lectures on 
“The Relationship between the Synagogue 
and the Church from the First Century. 
c.B."" which he is giving at the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue, St. John’s Wood, 
London. The Rev. Leslic I. Edgar 
presided. 

Stating that he was speaking from the 
standpoint, unhappily a minority stand- 
point, of those who believed ;hat the 
revelations which lay at the foundations 
of Judaism and Christianity were equal 
m their divine activity and essential value 
for God's creation, Dr. Parkes said that 
he believed no less in Judawm than he 
did in Christianity. 


Two Views of the Scriptures 


The essential difficulty of revaluing the 
Church's atthude to Judaism lay in the 
fact that it meant the re-cxamining not 
of what some Christian theologians had 
said but of the sacred scriptures of 


Christianity. Two different views were 
held about those scriptures to-day. The 
Roman Catholic Church, the Orthodox 


Church, and the conservative section of 
the Protestant Church regarded the 
scriptures as written by the hand of God. 
There were those in the Anglican 
Church who, hke himself, regarded the 
scriptures as inspired but did not hold 
the view that there were no errors and 
no misunderstandings in the writings. 

It was a misfortune that practically 
none of the later Christians knew 
Hebrew, and as a result they had little 
knowledge of the contemporary develop- 
ments of rabbinic Judaism. Very few 
Christians were aware of the continuous 
developments of Judaism through the 
Mishna and the Talmud. 

The picture of the Jews of the early 
ages and of the Middle Ages had not 
entirely gone. What one was up against 
to-day was the fact that that piciure was 
the result of an unbroken and continu- 
ous Christian tradition and it was a very 
slow and difficult job to. change 
it. But he was convinced _ that 
unless the Church re-thought tts concept 
of the relationship with Judaism it would 
not regain its power in the world. 


SETTLEMENT OF D.P.s 


[From our Correspondenit—-GENEVA] 


Arrangements which the International 
Refugee Organisation. hope to complete 
during the coming year for refugees and 
displaced persons were outhned by Mr. 
W. H. Tuck and Sir Arthur Rucker at a 
Press Conference in Geneva on Tutsday. 

Some 12 countries, it was stated, are 
now interested m the settiement of Jews 
in their territories. 

Canada has agreed to take 60,000 
(including 10,000 already there), Austraha 
30,000, and various South American 
countries 80,000, including 20,000 by 
Argentina and 12,000 by. Brazil. 

The United Kingdom was arranging to 
take 20,000 (it has already taken 40,000): 
Belgium will take between 50,000 and 
60.000, and France 40,000 

It is considered that the list is likely 
to be considerably extended 

Appeals are to be made for contribu- 
tions to the $5,000,000 voluntary fund 
for large-scale resettlement, to be used 
for financing D.P. groups in large-scale 
colonisation in undeveloped areas. 


CANADA’S IMMIGRATION 
RESTRICTIONS

The present Canadian immigration 


restrictions were described as a great 
tragedy by Mrs. Barnett Janner when 
she spoke last week at the Anglo- 


Palestinian Club, under the auspices of 
the Business and Professional Group of 
the Federation of Women Zionists, on 
her impressions of Canada. Mrs. 
Janner recently concluded a lecture tour 
of that country, undertaken at the invita- 
tion of the Canadian Hadassah. 

After saying that Canada

immediate future. But the essential 
elements in the situation are unlikely to 
alter, for they all arise out of four broad 
tendencies im the contemporary world, 
none of which is confined to the gco- 
raphical area of Palestine. These are: 
inst, the growth of Jewish nationalism; 
second, the growth of Arab nationalism 
as an equally genuine force; third, the 
growing influence of the Soviet Union, 
articularly in the Middle East; and 
Rnally. the partial replacement, in that 
part of the world, of British influence, by 
the joint influence of Great Britain and 
the United States. 

From these facts spring certain 
consequences, The economic future of 
the Jewish State, and hence in the lon 
run its political survival, must depen 
upon the cultivation of peaceful rela- 
tions with its neighbours and wih the 
very large Arab minority in its midst. 
For this reasan, however easy it is to 
sympathise with measures of retaliation 
provoked by Arab violence, and how- 
ever superhuman the effort required to 
avoid them, a policy of reprisals cannot 
in the long run be anything but sellf- 
defeating. We are not assisting Jewish 
Palestine in ‘its ordeal by refraining from 
pointing this out, at the same time as 
we take all measures in our power to 
strengthen it in its ordeal. Even if the 
short-term problem is solved by the U.N. 


providing the means for enforcing its 
decision, that can only be of value if it 1s 
thought of as leading to a state of 


peace 

Equally important is the fact that no 
State of the size of Jewish Palestine, 
and occupying its key position in world 
strategy, can hope to maintain itself on 
a basis of complete neutrality. My critics 
agree in disclaiming any support for the 
pro-Soviet policy of Dr. Snch. In that 
case their only alternative must be for 
Jewish Palestine to come into the defen- 
sive system which Great Britain and the 
U.S.A. are building up in the Middle 
East. If that system is to be effective it 
must rest on the ability of the partici- 
pating Powers to introduce rapid reforms 
into the economic and social life of the 
whole area, and in that task Jewish 
Palestine could, if allowed, play an 
important part. But the immediate point 
is that if circumstances will anyhow 
force Jewish Palestine into close assocta- 
tion with Great Britain and America, itt 
is monstrously foolish, whatever the 
provocation, to fall into an attitude of 
hostility towards Great Britain and even 
more foolish to let it take the form of 
agitation calculated to discredit Great 
Britain in American eyes. The closer the 


association between Great Britain and 
the U.S.A. in every sphere, the greater 
the likelihood that Jewish interests in 
Palestine will be taken into account 
in shaping the policies of the two 
Powers 


The sufferings which the Jewish people 
have sustained in Europe, the long 
deferment of the survivors’ hopes, and 
the perils which the Jews of Palestine 
face-—all these things make a natural and 
overwhelming appeal to our sympathies 
and passions. But it is the business of 
Statesmanship. to put sympathy and 
passion aside, to see things as they are, 


to see them as a whole, and to act 
accordingly, The correspondence in 
vour columns has made jit clear that 


large numbers of Jews have grave doubts 
as to whether these conditions are being 
fulfilled by our leaders. Its purpose will 
have been fulfilled to the extent to which 


they approach their fulfilment in the 
future

From Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES 


Sin.—These are difficult times for 
Zionists who love Zion with all their 
heart and who have, throughout their 


lives, given of their best to furthering the 


Zionist ideal, but who cannot approve 
of certain developments in the Zionist 
Movement during the last few years. 


Many of them have been silent, because 
they did not wish to speak against fellow- 
Zionists. It may be that the silence was 
mistaken. But one did not think that 
extremism would go as far as it did go. 
One of the greatest mistakes was the 
Biltmore programme. The adoption of 
the Biltmore —— had grave con- 
sequences for Zionism and for our 
people. The Hitler tragedy led to more 
mistakes. The thesis that fhurepe should 
be abandoned by the Jews, and that all 
the Jews of the Centinent should go to 
Palestine, was wrong. Unfortunately, 
the present British Government also 
made serious mistakes. During the last 
few years it was unkind to the Yishuv 
and to those who sought refuge in Pales- 
tune. But what developed into an anti- 
British policy was, and is, a tragedy. The 
Zionist leaders should have worked for 
a friendlier British attitude and for close 
British co-operation. As Dr. Robert 
Weltsch says in his thoughtful letter in 
your issue of last week: “ The test for 
statesmanship arises in the admittedly 
difficult condition that your ally, the only 
one you have, decides that he cannot do 
as you would like, so that you have to 
discover how to carry on your work, 
and at the same time stick to the alliance 


on which your work 1s based."” Without 
Britain the Jewish National Home has 
no future. 

The Biltmore programme and 


extremism are also responsible for the 
adverse transformation of the Board of 
Deputies. The Bash programme should 
have remained the corner-stone of the 
Zionist Movement. The great merit of 
the statesmanship of Dr. Weizmann was 
his insistence on frrendship with Britain. 
The sending away of Dr. Weizmann at 
the last Zionist Congress was a grievous 


mistake. The present position is full of 
danger. Silence on the part of Zionists 
of the “ Old School” musi not continue. 


You, Sir, have rendered a great service 
to Zionism and to our people by publish- 
ing the article by Mr. Max  Beloff. 
Whether one agrees or disagrees with 
all Mr. Beloff says, he has drawn atten- 
tion to the great problem facing us.

Six, THER JEWISH CHRONICLE report 
‘to which Professor Cohn refers, defi- 
nitely states that he told his audience 
“that Jewish teaching pointed to- 
wards Jewry as a whole. being in favow 
of providing help for post-war Ger- 
many. y “ post-war Germany.” I 
wesumed the learned professor to mean 
he men, women, and children inhabit- 
ing that country. But we are now to 
understand that the speaker only meant 
the children; and the men who lingered 
n the concentration camps. But surely 
help to these children and men can, and 
should, be safely left to those who have 
ior 19 centurres preached love to the 
enemy. Jews who have the urge to help 
chidren, can find a very wide field 
among the milhons of destitute children 
in China, India, and clsewhere. whose 
jathers and mothers took no part in the 
iorture and murder of millions of Jews. 
And as to the men in the concentration 
camps, why there are thousands of Jews 
sill in such camps, albeit English ones, 
who urgently need our help! 

’rofessor Cohn suggests that it is my 
view “that the whole of Germany is in- 
habited by torturers and murderers,”’ and 
ihat they should be “ blotted out.” | 
unequivocally subscribe to that view. 
Rabbi Akiba called a Court of Law a 
court of murderers, if it pronounced a 
single death sentence within a period of 
seventy years. What shall we call a 
nation, then, and its courts of law, that 
planned and executed the torture and 


murder not of one, but of six million 
innocents within seven years? Father 
Abraham did indeed plead for Sodom. 
But since that city was finally destroyed 
we must assume with apodeictic cer- 
tainty that the ten conditional good men 
were nowhere to be found. And we 
have not yet heard of a mere thousand 
Germans congregating somewhere, pub- 
licfy declaring the guilt of their nation. 
prostraung themselves before God and 
man, asking for forgiveness, and declar- 
ing: “QOur hands have not shed this 
blood! 

Ihe late Mr. Loewe's commentary is 
certainly interesting, but belongs to the 
realm of apologetics. The fact is that 
there are numerous lessons scattered in 
Midrashic literature on that subject. We 
read in the Pesikta: “ Never will the 
throne of God—the Lord of Truth. Jus- 
tice, and Love—be fully established 
until the seed of Amalek be destroyed 
lor ever!” Professor Cohn must know 
that we have a “Sabbath of Remem- 


brance™ instituted to refresh our 
memory of “what Amalek did to 
thee Maimonides considers the blot- 


ung out of Amalek and of ail enemies 
of Israel a positive command, one of the 
613 mitzvot of the Torah. And since 
this 18 written in the Torah, and I do 
not believe in the Higher Criticism of 
the Higher German anti-Semites. I must 
needs take this “ strange doctrine ™ to 
represent the teaching of Moses our 
Master.

Square Pegs 


F there is one lesson which the experi- 
ences of the last years should have 
taughy mankind, it is the vital and 

irreplaceable value of every single human 
being in his or her appointed place. 
Many of the grave shortages with which 
we are now confronted are directly trace- 
able to the ‘manpower sbortage, and in 
the new economy which is gradually and 
inevitably replacing the more haphazard 
methods of the st, there is need for 
precisely that right distribution of men 
and women in the jobs that the world 
needs them to perform 

The educations: and the parent must, 

therefore, direct their best endeavours 
towards guiding the generation of boys 
and girls now at school towards the kind 
of work best suited to their abilities and 
their tastes. This question of fitting 
children into jobs and careers that really 
suit them is only just beginning to be 
regarded in its proper significance. There 
have been, for many years now, careers’ 
masters at many schools, but their func- 
tion has often consisted merely in notify- 
ing vacancies passed to them by local 
authorities 

What is wanted is not so much a kind 

of agent whose business it is merely to 
supply youngsters to fill any vacancy that 
happens to occur, but a man who. will 
study the capabilities of the young people 
at his school 


Higher Lducation 


The examination system has not 
always been found successful in sorting 
out the right students for higher educa- 
tion, and thw is being supplemented by 
a system of terminal reports extending 
over a pupil's whole school career which 
is used as a guide for the individual 
pupil's potentialities for higher educa- 
tion. But while all this may prove of 
very great advantage to those who hope 
to take up a professional career, it stil, 
like so much of our educational system, 
only deals with a small minority of the 
pupils at any given school. 

The weakness of many of the modern 
educational systems is that they are 
framed on the assumption that all the 

ipils will assume academic interests. 

ey cater for the student, the intelligent 
and clever, when. if a logical course were 
taken, the whole science of pedagogy 
should be directed towards the not-so- 
clever. For u is they who need most 
teaching, and it is im their ranks that are 
to be found the energetic and more 
adaptable ones from whom the labour 
forces of the world will. be drawn. 

The clever minority will usually be able 
to look after itself with the minimum of 
direction. 

There is plenty of evidence to show 
that boys and girls who remain at school 
beyond a certain age, and never really 
know what they wani to do, are less 
inclined of apt when the business of

CAREERS ADVICE 


The regulations for admission to, and 
syllabus of, the Examination of the 
National Nursery Examination Board, 
which can be obtained from the Board's 
Secretary, c/o the Royal Sanitary Insti- 
tute, 9. Buckingham Palace Road. 
London, S.W.1, will interest all girls who 
are desirous of taking up appointments 
in nurseries, nursery schools, and nursery 
classes. 

As from January | of this year, the 
Board is awarding three types of certifi- 
cates: 

(a) one to candidates who have been 
trained with children in the full age 
range 0 to 5, and have passed an ecxami- 
nation based on that age range; 

(b) one to those who have trained only 
with children in’ the age range 0 to 2, 
and have passed an examination based 
on that age range (Part A): and 

(c) one to those who have been trained 
only with children in the age range 2 to 
5, and have passed an examination 
based on that age range (Part B). 

Every candidate for the examination 
must produce evidence on the prescribed 
form (obtainable from the above address) 
that she has completed a course of train- 
ing, approved by the Ministries of Health 
and Education, covering a period of 
two years.

The literature, 
history, and even the philosophy taught 
to him can all be linked up with his 
trade, and will be assimilated by him all 
the more readily because of its connec- 
tion with that in which he is pre- 
dominantly interested.

SEASONABLE PUDDINGS 


Orange and Prune Pudding 


Stewed prunes 46 ozs.. margarine 
2 oz., sugar 2 oz., selfraising flour § oz., 
baking powder 1 teaspoonful, | orange, 
1 reconstituted egg. 

STONE and cult up prunes and put m 
the bottom of a greased pie dish. Sieve 
flour and baking powder. Cream mar- 
garine and sugar, add the beaten egg. 
and grated rind and strained juice of the 
orange, then mix in flour lightly. If the 
mixture is dry, add a spoonful of milk or 
water—it will depend on the amount of 
Orange juice. Cover the prunes with the 
mixture and bake in a moderate oven 
about 45 minutes. 


Apple and Orange Dumplings 
Short crust 4 Ib., 4 apples, | orange, 
sugar. 

OLL — thinly and cut 
squares. Peel and core apples and cut 
across in halves. Peel orange, cut into 4 
slices, and remove pips. Place half an 
apple on each square of pastry, put a little 
Sugar in the cavity, put a slice of orange 
on top, cover with remaining half apple, 
and add a little more sugar. Fold the 
pastty over neatly and place on a greased 

king sheet, folded side underneath. 
Bake in a moderate oven about 45 


minutes. 
Tangerine Flan 

Make a short crust with 4 oz. flour 
and i} oz. margarine, roll out and 
line a greased 7-inch sandwich tin, 
pressing 1 well into the sides, and flute 
the edges. Prick the bottom with a fork, 
put a margarine paper on top, and add 
a few crusts of bread so that it will 
keep its shape. Bake 20-25 minutes, 
removing the paper and crusts after a 
quarter of an hour. 

Wash and peel 3 or 4 tangerines, put 
the pecl in a saucepan with } pt. water, 
and simmer gently for 10 minutes, then 
Strain and cool. Mix a level tablespoon- 
ful custard powder with a little of the 
liquid, boil remainder, pour it over, 
sweeten to taste, stir till boiling, and 
leave till nearly cold. 

Put the pastry case on to a serving 
dish, cut tangerines into slices, remove 

ips, and arrange in the flan in over- 
apping rings. Add any juice from the 
fruit to the sauce and whisk lightly; 
pour over the tangerines and leave ll 
quite cold before serving.

Seifraising flour 6 oz., dates 6 0oz., 
margarine 2 oz., golden syrup | generous 
tablespoonful, dried egg | tablespoonful, 
mixed spice. } a bicarbonate 
of soda 4 teaspoontul 

Sieve flour, dried egg, spice, and 
bicarbonate of soda, rub in the mar- 
garine, and add sufficient cold water to 
make a fairly soft consistency.

ARMED RAID ON BARI 
CAMP 


[By Jewisu Curonicite Reporter) 


Information has reached a London 
organisation of a raid which took place 
a fortnight ago at the D.P. camp ai 
Bari, in Southern Italy. 

It appears that carly on the morning 
of January 14, 800 Questura (police) 
men, armed with machine guns and four 
tanks, raided the camp, which contains 
just over 1,000 persons (a large pro- 

sruion of whom are Jews), and arrested 
28 persons without making any charge 
against them. They have been taken to 
an Italian concentration camp at Lipari 
Island, to the north of Sicily.

Schooner Intercepted 


The schooner Thirty-Five, named after 
the 35 Hagana men killed in attempting 
to come to the aid of the settlers of 
Kfar Etzion last month, was intercepted 
by a British cruiser on Sunday. The 
immigrants on board, comprising 179 
men, 89 women, and 12 children, have 
been taken to Lotymbo Camp, Cyprus. 

The arrival of the Thirty-Five at Haifa 
had been timed for February 1, to 
coincide with the date appointed by the 
Palestine Commission for the opening of 
a rt for Jewish immigration. 

he first batch of 735 of the 10,000 
refugee children and their parents who 
are expected to arrive in Palestine from 
po a during the next few weeks have 
sai by the s.s. Kedma, which has been 
specially chartered by the Jewish Agency 
for the purpose.—(Reuter and J.T.A.) 


MILITARY DOCUMENTS 
STOLEN 


A number of secret military docu- 
ments, comprising drawings of heavy 
arms, were stolen on Sunday by a party 
of ten Jews armed with tommy-guns who 
held up the leading engraver working for 
the mulitary authorities. The engravin 
are said to have been destined for the 
Arab Legion and included details of light 
tanks, artillery pieces, field guns, anti- 
tank guns, Bren-carriers, etc., etc., for 
the training of officers in the use of these 
arms.—{Palcor.)

IMMIGRANTS NOT 
COMMUNISTS 


Cyprus Commissioner 
Refutes Canard 


[From our Own Correspondent] 
New York 

American Jewish organisations have 
attacked the New York Times for print- 
ing a sensational report from London 
(now denied by Sir Godfrey Collins, 
Commussioner for the Jewish immigrants’ 
camps in Cyprus) claiming that Jewish 
immigrant ships from Black Sea ports 
are being used for the infiltration into 
Palestine of Jewish Communists 

Ihe report is branded by Mr. Moshe 
Shertok, head of the Political Department 
of the Jewish Agency, as a fantastic 
and malicious untruth, He accuses 
the British Government of attempting to 
mobilise American opinion against the 
establishment of a Jewish State by play- 
ing on American feeling against Com- 
munists. 

The New York Times takes the pre- 
caution of placing the following note at 
the start and end of its article’ “ No 
Statement made here is made on _ the 
authority of this correspondent or of the 
New York TIMes. Every statement 
comes from British official sources, 
ambassadorial, ministerial, and military.”’ 

Sir Godfrey Collins, Commissioner for 
the Jewish immigrants’ camps in Cyprus, 
on Tuesday denied reports that Com- 
munist literature and identity papers were 
found in Pan York and Pan Crescent. 
He said there were no indications that 
there were any Communist agents among 
the immigrants. 

State Department spokesman in 
Washington confirms that some of the 
information on which the allegations 
were based had been passed to his 
Department by the British.—( Reuter). 


Foreign Office “ Evidence ” 
[From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


The Foreign Office confirms the story, 
first published by the London corres- 
pondent of the New York Times, that 
they sent information to the State Depart- 
ment that about 1,000 of the 15,000 pas- 
Sengers on the Pan York and Pan 
Crescent Were Communist agents. 

The “ evidence’ which prompted the 
allegation was, I was told by a Foreign 
Office spokesman, that a large number 
of the refugees spoke Russian, some had 
served in the Russian Army, and some 
were in possession of Communist leaflets 
and were known to be members of Com- 
munist parties in the Balkan States. 

“The Jewish Agency know al! about 
it,” the spokesman said to me, hasten- 
ing to add that that, at any rate, was 
his impression.”
